Foreword. 


The emancipation which the religion of Christ has brought 
to the spiritual life of man embraces the freedom from fixed 
forms of worship. The ceremonial statutes in Exodus, Leviticus, 
and Numbers, which were laid down for the Church of the Old 
Covenant, have no counterpart in the New Testament. The Church 
of the New Dispensation has no divinely prescribed liturgy and 
agenda. Still, the New Testament abounds in admonitions to the 
followers of Christ to engage in private and public, individual 
and joint worship of God. “The true worshipers shall worship 
the Father in spirit and in truth; for the Father seeketh such to 
worship Him" (John 4, 23), — this saying of Christ is the only 
regulation which the Author and Finisher of the faith that saves 
men has considered it necessary to apply to human acts of worship 
offered to the true God. "This regulation is comprehensive, but it 
relates to the inward motive and quality of the worshiper rather 
than to the external expression and features of his worship. Christ 
has taught men that God esteems the doer more than the deed, the 
devout heart more than an act of homage, which even a hypocrite 
may offer, whose heart is far from the Lord, and whose worship, 
accordingly, is vain and valueless. When men draw near to God 
with a true heart, in full assurance of faith, having their hearts 
sprinkled from an evil conscience, and their bodies washed with 
pure water (Heb. 10, 19—25), He condescends to join them in 
their public assemblies, and hallows by His presence every form 
of worship which the character of the day and season suggests to 
their faith. His presence is conditioned on one thing only, viz., 
that they meet “in His name” (Matt. 18, 20), 

Evangelical freedom from the old ceremonialism does not 
mean license and extreme individualism. There may be, especially 
in the joint public worship of Christians, things that are unbe- 

coming. (See 1 Cor. 11, 14; Col. 2, 16 f.) The apostolic warn- 
ing: Let all things be done decently and in order” (1 Cor. 14, 40), 
was uttered with reference to forms of public worship. In a similar 
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connection the same apostle has declared: “All things are lawful 
for me, but all things are not expedient; all things are lawful for 
me, but all things edify not" (1 Cor. 10, 23), and has urged the 
members of the Church to “follow after things wherewith one may 
edify another" (Rom. 14, 19). 

The public worship of a number of Christians, by its very 
nature as a joint operation, requires ordering, to prevent confusion 
and collision. Moreover, whatever forms are adopted to express 
the homage of a company of believers, they must center around 
the communal interests of Christians. In the worship of the 
congregation the vor ecclesiae is to be heard, responding to, and 
reechoing, the voz Dei in the Scriptures. Accordingly, the grand 
central truths of the Christian faith must find sole recognition and 
expression in a Christian formulary of worship. While the in- 
dividual worshiper comes, indeed, to feed his own soul at the 
common banquet spread for all, and satisfies the special needs of 
his inner life from the stores of divine grace provided for all; 
while the individual believer in his heart undoubtedly connects 
with the common prayere, praises, petitione, and thanksgivings of 
all believers particular meanings which the words have assumed 
to him because of the peculiar way in which his Christian course 
is being shaped for him, still there is in the liturgical formularies 
of the Church little, if any, room for the expression of private 
spiritual experiences. For these, other provisions must be made. 
'The liturgy of the Church and the official sacred acts of her min- 
isters must be characterized by objectiveness. The entire liturgy 
is really a confession on the part of the whole Church, and its 
forms must be in harmony with the common faith and the common 
life of faith of all its members, 8o that any Christian who chances 
io come into an assembly of worshipers can at once intelligently 
and sympathetically enter into the religious exercise, and any 
non-Christian who witnesses an act of Christian worship is at once 
informed regarding the essential, basic, central facts of the reli- 
gion of Christ. 

The oldest Christian liturgies are stamped with this quality 
of objectiveness, and are thus clear echoes of the Word of God 
with its universal message to the children of men. Within these 
formularies for molding the worship of the believers there has been 
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ample room given to the fervor of every sentiment which the 
heart may seek to express in worship. The admiration and the 
fear of the believer, his sorrow and his joy, are all attuned to 
great facts and themes of the divine revelation, and are ringing 
with the sonorous keynote of redeeming mercy. 

The early Christian spirit of worship has reappeared in the 
liturgies of the Evangelical Lutheran Church. There is a stately 
dignity, a heavenly grandeur, in these forms of worship which 
awes, while it inspires and elevates, the worshiper. Also by her 
liturgies and agendas the Lutheran Church had offered to the 
world the evidence of her apostolic and ecumenical character. 

From the liturgical treasures of our Church the contents of 
the present volume have been drawn. They may be divided into 
three parts: 1. Liturgies proper, which offer forms for various 
services, with the necessary material for its enrichment and em- 
bellishment; 2. forms for official acts of a Lutheran minister — 
the conventional Agenda; 3. forms for use on extraordinary occa- 
sions that arise in an organized Christian society, such as anni- 
versaries, special services, etc. These divisions are, indeed, not 
indicated in this sequence and under these heads in this book. 
While a logical order has been followed in the arrangement of the 
contents, it has not been possible to run a clear dividing line 
between the various departments. The divisions aforementioned 
have been given merely for the purpose of indicating the general 
character of the book and the wealth of its contents. 

The EneiisH Lituray herewith offered to the Church is 
supported by the authority of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of Missouri, Ohio, and Other States. The thought was first sug- 
gested many years ago to the pastors of the English Synod of 
Missouri and Other States. They and their congregations had 
largely come out of the German body just named in the period 
of transition from the use of the German to that of the English 
language. They had only a meager hymnological and liturgical 
literature, altogether inadequate to the increasingly varied needs 
of their growing organizations. Individual pastors helped them- 
selves by making translations from German books according as 
needs arose in their work, or borrowed material which appeared 
suitable to them from existing English liturgies. This was donc, 
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of course, at the sacrifice of uniformity. ‘The desire to have 
a common ritual for all sacred acts of congregations and their 
ministers prompted the English Synod to collect liturgical material 
and to appoint a committee on liturgical forms and forms for 
ministerial acts. When the English Synod of Missouri had become 
the English District of the Missouri Synod, report was made to 
this latter body at its convention in Chicago, in 1914 (see minutes, 
p. 126 f.), that the manuscript for an English Agenda had been 
completed, and publication might begin. The Synod referred the 
manuscript back to an enlarged committee, whose duty it was to 
be to carefully examine and, if necessary, revise the manuscript, 
and then proceed with the publication. This work was completed 
1915, 1916, and 1917. 

That it may be found to be a correct and adequate expression 
of the genius of Lutheran worship, and aid our churches and pastors 
in rendering the divine services and the ministrations solemn, 
instructive, and truly edifying, is the sincere prayer of

Preface ta the Second Edition. 


After the publication of the Lirtrey AND AGENDA the atten- 
tion of the committee in charge of this work was called to a number 
of inaccuracies, omissions, and discrepancies. This caused the 
Liturgy Committee to give the entire book another most careful 
reading and to make the proper corrections, to be inserted ‘in the 
Second Edition whenever that should be necessary. 

It became necessary sooner than had been expected, and the 
Liturgy Committee having been dismissed in the mean time, the 
undersigned was asked to prepare the manuscript for the Second 
Edition. In doing this, he has availed himself of the labors of 
his former colleagues on the Liturgy Committee, and of the sug- 
gestions that had been made for the improvement of the First 
Edition, The changes are few in number, and are all of a technical 
nature, either the removal of errors, or the uniform phrasing of 
matter that is used in several of the liturgical acts or the Agenda 
material, None of the forms here offered have been changed, nor 
has the sequence of the various parts been disturbed, for obvious 
reasons. The only addition is that on page 316. The principles 
adopted for the First Edition, and explained in the Foreword, have 
been strictly adhered to. 

May the blessing of the Lord which has been abundantly be- 
stowed on this work heretofore continue to rest on it, for the 
preservation of sound forms of worship and the upbuilding of 
His Church!

THE GENERAL PRAYER. 


Almighty and most merciful God, the Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ: we give Thee thanks for all Thy goodness and 
tender mercies, especially for the gift of Thy dear Son, and for 
the revelation of Thy will and grace; and we beseech Thee so 
to implant Thy Word in us that in good and honest hearts we 
may keep it, and bring forth fruit by patient continuance in 
well-doing. 

Most heartily we beseech Thee so to rule and govern Thy 
Church universal, with all its pastors and ministers, that it may 
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be preserved in the pure doctrine of Thy saving Word, whereby 
faith toward Thee may be strengthened, and charity increased in 
us toward all mankind. 

Grant also health and prosperity to all that are in authority, 
especially to the President [and Congress] of the United States, 
the Governor [and Legislature] of this Commonwealth, and to 
all our Judges and Magistrates; and endue them with grace to 
rule after Thy good pleasure, to the maintenance of righteousness 
and to the hindrance and punishment of wickedness, that we may 
lead a quiet and peaceable life in all godliness and honesty. 

May it please Thee also to turn the hearts of our enemies 
and adversaries, that they may cease their enmity, and be in- 
clined to walk with us in meekness and in peace. 

All who are in trouble, want, sickness, anguish of labor, 
peril of death, or any other adversity, especially those who are in 
suffering for Thy name and for Thy truth’s sake, comfort, O God, 
with Thy Holy Spirit, that they may receive and acknowledge 
their afflictions as the manifestation of Thy fatherly will. 

And although we have deserved Thy righteous wrath and 
manifold punishments, yet, we entreat Thee, O most merciful 
Father, remember not the sins of our youth nor our many trans- 
gressions, but out of Thine unspeakable goodness, grace, and 
mercy defend us from all harm and danger of body and soul. 
Preserve us from false and pernicious doctrine, from war and 
bloodshed, from plague and pestilence, from all calamity by fire 
and water, from hail and tempest, from failure of harvest and 
from famine, from anguish of heart and despair of Thy mercy, 
and from an'evil death. And in every time of trouble show 
Thyself a very present Help, the Savior of all men, and especially 
of them that believe. 

Cause also the needful fruits of the earth to prosper, that 
we may enjoy them in due season. Give success to the Christian 
training of the young, to all lawful occupations on land and sea, 
and to all pure arts and useful knowledge; and crown them 
with Thy blessing. \ 

Here special SuppHcations, Intercessions, and Prayers may be made. 

These, and whatsoever other things Thou wouldest have us 
ask of Thee, O God, vouchsafe unto us for the sake of the bitter 
sufferings and death of Jesus Christ, Thine only Son, our Lord 
and Savior, who liveth and reigneth with Thee and the Holy 
Ghost, ever, one God, world without end. 
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Then shall the Minister, and the Congregation with him, say the LoRD'S PRAYER. 
THe Lonp's Prayer. 

Our Father, who art in heaven: Hallowed be Thy name; 
Thy kingdom come; Thy will be done on earth as it is in heaven; 
Give us this day our daily bread; And forgive us our trespasses, 
as we forgive those who trespass against us; And lead us not 
into temptation; But deliver us from evil; For Thine is the 
kingdom, and the power, and the glory, forever and ever. Amen. 

Then shall be sung a Hymn. 


If there be no Communion, a Dozology may be sung, and the Minister, standing 
at the Altar, shall pronounce the BENEDICTION, after which the Congregation 
shall offer silent prayer.

An ANTIPHON is used at Matins and Vespers to the Psalms, the MAGNIFICAT, 
the Nunc Dimirris, and the BENEDICTUS. It is used in the same manner as 
the INVITATORY. 


| The RESPONSORY varies with the season, and may be chanted after the last 

LESSON at Vespera and Matins. At the end of the Rusponsony is chanted, 

GLORY BE TO THE FATHER, AND TO THE SON, AND TO THE HoLr GHOST, (but 

not, “As it was in the beginning," etc.,) followed by the repetition of the last 
sentence of the RESPONSOBY.

Their sorrows shall be multiplied: that hasten after an- 
other god ;

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The lines are fallen unto me in pleasant places: yea, I have 
a goodly heritage.

I will love Thee: O Lonp, my Strength. 

The Lord is my Rock, and my Fortress, and my Deliverer: 
my God, my Strength, in whom I will trust; my Buckler, and 
the Horn of my salvation, and my high Tower. 

I wil call upon the Lorp, who is worthy to be praised: 
so shall I be saved from mine enemies. 

The sorrows of death compassed me: and the floods of 
ungodly men made me afraid. 

The sorrows of hell compassed me about: the snares of death 
prevented me. 

In my distress I called upon the Lorn: and cried unto 
my God. 

He heard my voice out of His Temple: and my cry came 
before Him, even into His ears. 

Then the earth shook and trembled: the foundations also 
of the hills moved and were shaken, because He was wroth. 

There went up a smoke out of His nostrils, and fire out of 
His mouth devoured: coals were kindled by it. 

He bowed the heavens also and came down: and darkness 
was under His feet. 

And He rode upon a cherub and did fly: yea, He did fly 
upon the wings of the wind.

He teacheth my hands to war: so that a bow of steel is 
broken by mine arms. 

Thou hast also given me the shield of Thy salvation: and 
Thy right hand hath holden me up, and Thy gentleness hath 
made me great. 

Thou hast enlarged my steps under me: that my feet did 
not slip. 

I have pursued mine enemies and overtaken them: neither 
did I turn again till they were consumed. 

I have wounded them that they were not able to rise: they 
are fallen under my feet. 

For Thou hast girded me with strength unto the battle:

Great deliverance giveth He to His king: and showeth mercy 
to His anointed, to David, and to his seed forevermore.

Thy mercy, O Lorp, is in the heavens: and Thy faith- 
fulness reacheth unto the clouds. 

Thy righteousness is like the great mountains; Thy judg- 
ments are a great deep: O Lorp, Thou preservest man and beast. 

How excellent is Thy loving-kindness, O God: therefore the 
children of men put their trust under the shadow of Thy wings. 

They shall be abundantly satisfied with the fatness of Thy 
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house: and Thou shalt make them drink of the river of Thy 
pleasures. 

For with Thee is the fountain of life: in Thy light shall 
we see light. 

O continue Thy loving-kindness unto them that know Thee: 
and Thy righteousness to the upright in heart. 

Let not the foot of pride come against me: and let not 
the hand of the wicked remove me. 

There are the workers of iniquity fallen: they are cast 
down, and shall not be able to rise.

Thine arrows are sharp i in the heart of the King’s enemies:

What man is he that liveth, and shall not see death: shall 
he deliver his soul from the hand of the grave? 

Lord, where are Thy former loving-kindnesses: which Thou 
swarest unto David in Thy truth? 

Remember, Lord, the reproach of Thy servants: how I do 
bear in my bosom the reproach of all the mighty people, 

Wherewith Thine enemies have reproached, O Lorn; where- 
with they have reproached the footsteps of Thine anointed: 
Blessed be the Lorp forevermore. Amen, and Amen.

1. THE BAPTISM OF INFANTS.’ 
FIRST FORM. 


Dearly Beloved: [We lenrn from the Word of God that all 
men from the fall of Adam are conceived and born in sin, and so 
are under the wrath of God, and would be lost forever, unless 
delivered by our Lord Jesus Christ. 

This child, then, is also by nature sinful and under the wrath 
of God. But the Father of all mercy and grace hath promised 
and sent His Son Jesus Christ, who hath borne the sins of the 
whole world, and redeemed and saved little children, no less than 
others, from sin, death, and everlasting condemnation. He also 
commanded that little children should be brought to Him, and 
graciously received and blessed them. 

Wherefore I besecch you. out of Christian love, to intercede 
for this child, to bring him to the Lord Jesus, and to ask for him 
the forgiveness of sin and the grace and salvation of Christ's 
kingdom, nowise doubting that our dear Lord favorably regardeth 
such work of love, and certainly heareth our prayers. 

And] Forasmuch as our Lord hath commanded Baptism, 
saying to His disciples, in the last chapter of Matthew: “Go yc. 
therefore, and tench all nations, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost"; and also

Answer: Yes. 

May God enable you both to will and to do this charitable 
work, and with His grace fulfil! what we are unable to do. Amen. 

In order to implore the blessing of our Lord Jesus Christ 
upon this child, let us pray: 

Then the Minister, laying his right hand upon the head of the child, shall say, 
and the Sponsors and all present may say with him: 

Our Father, who art in heaven; Hallowed be Thy name; 
Thy kingdom come; Thy will be done on earth as it is in 
heaven; Give us this day our daily bread; And forgive us 
our trespasses, as we forgive those who trespass against us; And 
lead us not into temptation; But deliver us from evil; For 
Thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the glory, forever 
and ever.

2. CONFIRMATION OF LAY-BAPTISM.

But God the Lord, in 
His great mercy, hath preserved his life, and we have come 
here to be assured by public confirmation in due Christian order, 
that this child hath been baptized properly, and in accordance 
with the Word of God, and that his Baptism was a valid, Chris- 
tian, saving Baptism. I therefore ask you, in the presence of 
God, to answer the following questions: — 


Hath this child been baptized? 

Answer: Yes. 

By whom was he baptized ? 

Answer: N. baptized the child. 

With what was he baptized? 

Answer: With water. 

With what words was he baptized? 

Answer: With the words, “I baptize thee in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” 

Are you sure that the words were used in accordance with 
Christ’s command? 

Answer: Yes, we are sure. 

Who was present at the time? 

Answer: N. and N. were present. 

Do you testify that all was done as is here said? 

Answer: Yes. 

What name did the child receive in baptism? 

Answer: The name N. N. 
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If the ohild has not been named, the Minister says: 

How shall this child be named? 

Answer: It is to be named N. N. 

Forasmuch, then, as you have done this in the name and 
upon the command of our Lord, you have done what was meet 
and right; for little children need the grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who also graciously encouraged the bringing of them to 
Him, as we are comfortably assured in the tenth chapter of the 
Gospel according to St. Mark, where it saith: “And they brought 
young children to Him that He should touch them. And His 
disciples rebuked those that brought them. But when Jesus saw 
it, He was much displeased .and said unto them, Suffer the little 
children to come unto Me, and forbid them not; for of such 
is the kingdom of God. Verily, I say unto you, Whosoever shall 
not receive the kingdom of God as a little child, he shall not 
enter therein. And He took them up in His arms, put His 
hands upon them, and blessed them." (Mark 10, 13—16.) 

From these words of the Lord Jesus we may be confident 
that this child also hath been received into the kingdom' of 
grace. Let us, therefore, pray that it may be kept steadfast in 
the same unto eternal salvation. 


The Minister, laying his hand upon the head of the child, shall then say: 

Our Father, who art in heaven; Hallowed be Thy name; 
Thy kingdom come; Thy will be done on earth as it is in 
heaven; Give us this day our daily bread; And forgive us our 
irespasses, as we forgive those who trespass against us; And 
lead us not into temptation; But deliver us from evil; For 
Thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the glory, forever 
and ever. Amen. 

The almighty God, the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
who hath begotten thee again of water and the Spirit, and hath 
forgiven thee all thy sins, strengthen thee with His grace unto 
everlasting life. Amen. 

Peace be with thee. f Amen. 

Let us pray: 

O almighty God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, we 
thank Thee that Thou didst receive this child into Thy favor, 
&nd beseech Thee to strengthen him by Thy Holy Spirit, that 
he may grow and increase in the new life to which Thou hast 
begotten him again. Grant unto his parents and us all, to this 
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end faithfully to serve Thee in this child, that, as a living 
member of Thy Church, he may bring forth much fruit to the 
praise and honor of Thy holy name; through Jesus Christ, our 
Lord. Amen. 


If the Minister be uncertain whether the child has been baptized, he shall 
baptize it according to the common Form. 


3. THE BAPTISM OF ADULTS. 


When an adult person is baptized, it is not necessary for him to receive 
Confirmation. 


There may be held an Address and a brief Evamination of the person to be 
baptized, and then the Minister may say: 


Dearly Beloved: Our Lord and Savior said to Nicodemus: 
“Except a man be born of water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter 
into the kingdom of God. That which is born of the flesh is 
flesh; and that which is born of the Spirit is spirit All men, 
from the fall of Adam, being conceived and born in sin, are 
under the wrath of God and would be lost forever, had not the 
Father of all mercy and grace given His only-begotten Son Jesus 
Christ for the blotting out of our sins. In order that all men 
might come to the knowledge of the truth as it is in Christ 
Jesus, He has entrusted to His Church the means of grace for 
our salvation, saying, in the last chapter of Matthew: “Go ye, 
and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost; teaching them to 
observe all things whatsoever I have commanded you"; and 
again, in the last chapter of Mark: “Go ye into all the world, 
and preach the Gospel to every creature. He that believeth and 
is baptized shall be saved; but he that believeth not shall be 
damned." 

Whereas, then, in obedience to Christ's command, and trust- 
ing in His promise, after due instruction in the principal doc- 
trines of the Christian religion, this present person desires to 
be baptized, let us call upon our heavenly Father to grant him 
all the promised blessings of the Sacrament. 

O almighty and everlasting God, we bless TThee for Thy 
great mercy in calling this Thy servant unto faith in Thee, and 
we beseech Thee, remove from him all blindness of heart, and 
open unto him the gates of Thy mercy, that by the washing 
of regeneration and renewing of the Holy Ghost, the life which 
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has already been begun in him may be increased, strengthened, 
and confirmed, and he may be sealed unto eternal life, growing 
daily in grace, fighting the good fight of faith, and being stead- 
fast and unmovable unto the end; through Jesus Christ, Thy 
dear Son, our Lord. Amen. 

Our Father, who art in heaven; Hallowed be Thy name; 
Thy kingdom come; Thy will be done on earth as it is in 
heaven; Give us this day our daily bread; And forgive us 
our trespasses, as we forgive those who trespass against us; And 
lead us not into temptation; But deliver us from evil; For 
Thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the glory, forever 
and ever. Amen. 

N., I now ask thee in the presence of God and these wit- 
nesses to answer the following questions: 

Dost thou renounce the devil. and all his works, and all 
his ways? 

Answer: I do. 

Dost thou believe in God the Father Almighty, Maker of 
heaven and earth? 

Dost thou belicve in Jesus Christ, His only Son, our Lord; 
Who was conceived by the Holy Ghost; Born of the Virgin 
Mary; Suffered under Pontius Pilate; Was crucified, dead, and 
buried; He descended into hell; The third day He rose again 
from the dead; He ascended into heaven, and sitteth on the 
right hand of God the Father Almighty; From thence He shall 
come to judge the quick and the dead? 

Dost thou believe in the Holy Ghost; The holy Christian 
Church, the communion of saints; The forgiveness of sins; The 
resurrection of the body; And the life everlasting? 

Answer: I do. 

Dost Thou desire to be baptized into this Christian faith? 

Answer: I do. 

Wilt thou, then, continue steadfast in the true Christian 
faith as it is confessed by our Evangelical Lutheran Church, 
and lead a godly life, even unto the end? 

Answer: I will with the help of God. 


Then shall the person to be baptized kneel, and the Minister baptize him with 
water, saying: 7 


N., I baptize thee in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost. f Amen. 
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Then the Minister, laying hts right hand on the head of the person baptized, 
shall say: 


The almighty God and Father, who through the washing 
of Holy Baptism hath sealed in thee the new birth unto eternal 
life, and hath confirmed to thee the forgiveness of all thy sins 
unto salvation, strengthen and keep thee in His grace, and, 
finally, crown thee with everlasting glory. Amen. 

In the name of the Church of Christ, I also invite thee, 
as a baptized and instructed member of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, to participate with us in the reception of the Lord’s 
Supper, for the strengthening of thy faith, for thy furtherance 
in holiness of life, and in testimony of the communion of faith. 

Peace be with thee. f Amen. 

Let us pray: 

Heavenly Father, we give Thee hearty thanks that Thou 
hast vouchsafed to call us to the knowledge of Thy grace and 
to faith in Thee; and we beseech Thee, increase this knowledge, 
and confirm this faith in us ever more. Bestow Thy Holy Spirit 
upon this person, that, being born again and made an heir of 
everlasting salvation through our Lord Jesus Christ, he may con- 
tinue Thy servant and attain Thy promises; through the same 
Lord Jesus Christ, Thy Son, who liveth and reigneth with Thce, 
in the unity of the Holy Spirit, world without end. Amen. 

The service may then be closed with the singing of a Hymn and the Benediction. 


II. Confirmation: 


When children have attained such a knowledge of the truths of the Christian 

religion as are contained in the Catechism, that, pursuant to the injunction of 

Bt. Paul, 1 Cor. 11, £8, they are able to esamine themselves, they should no 

longer be kept from the Holy Supper. Before they receive the Holy Sacrament, 

however, they should be examined and confirmed in the presence of the as- 
sembled congregation. 


After the singing of a Hymn, the Minister may introduce the Ezamination by 
the following or other Address: 


Dearly Beloved: Holy Baptism is the washing of regenera- 
tion and renewing of the Holy Ghost, which God shed on us 
abundantly through Jesus Christ, our Savior, that, being jus- 
tified by His grace, we should be made heirs according to the 
hope of eternal life. Through this Sacrament God receives little

children into His covenant and kingdom of grace, working faith 
in them, and making them members of Christ’s Church and 
temples of His Holy Spirit. 

And as God will not suffer His faithfulness to fail, but 
keep His covenant and mercy, even so He says to each of His 
own: “Be thou faithful unto death, and I will give thee a crown 
of life.” To the end, however, that this purpose of God may be 
accomplished, and children may grow in grace and Christian 
knowledge as they advance in years, the Lord gave command- 
ment, saying to parents through the Apostle Paul: “Bring up 
your children in the nurture and admonition of the Lord,” and 
to the Church, even as unto Simon Peter: “Feed My lambs.” 

In accordance, then, with Christ's command, children are 
instructed in the Christian faith. When they reach an age of 
discretion and understand the covenant entered into by them by 
the grace of God in Holy Baptism, they should daily give their 
hearts to God, and let their eyes observe His ways. In par- 
ticular, being able to examine themselves and to discern the 
Lord's body, they should for their furtherance in grace receive 
the Sacrament of Holy Communion with the Church of God. 

To encourage such growth in Christian knowledge and faith, 
the rite of Confirmation is maintained in the Church. The 
catechumens publicly make profession of the true faith and 
pledge themselves anew to the covenant made between them and 
God. The Christian congregation, or Church, the dispenser of 
God's mysteries, having assured itself that the catechumens pos- 
sess such knowledge of Christian doctrine as may give warrant 
of their worthily eating the body and drinking the blood of 
Christ, invites them to receive the Holy Supper, and, with the 
laying on of hands, prays over them for the Holy Spirit of 
God, that they may grow in grace, be steadfast and unmovable 
in their profession, become fruitful in every good work, and in 
the end receive the crown of life. 

A number of persons have here presented themselves for Con- 
firmation. We shall now examine them in the chief parts of 
Christian doctrine, for the purpose of setting forth that they 
understand the faith they are about to profess. 


Then shall the Cateohumens be briefly examined. 


A Hymn of Invocation of the Holy Ghost may then be sung, followed by the 
Sermon. 
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Then may the Minister address the Catechumens thus: 

Dearly Beloved: When you were little children, [most of] 
you were received into God’s covenant of grace in Holy Baptism. 
And now, having learned the meaning of this covenant from 
your instruction in the Word of God, you are gathered here 
before God and this Christian congregation publicly to make pro- 
fession of your faith in the Triune God, and to renew your 
covenant with Him, to dedicate yourselves body and soul for 
time and for eternity to your God and Lord. [Others of you 
are to make this public profession and promise and then, in 
obedience to Christ’s command, to receive the Sacrament of Holy 
Baptism.] Lift up your hearts with me, therefore, to the God 
of all grace, and cheerfully give answer to what, in the name of 
the Lord, as a minister of His holy Church, I now shall ask you. 


(When adults not previously baptized present themselves for Confirmation, the 
Minister may say: Dearly Beloved, inasmuch as you have been in- 
structed in Christian doctrine and are desirous of Baptism and 
Confirmation, I now call upon you to make the following pro- 
fession of faith, — beginning with question £ below.) 

1. Do you this day, in the presence of God and of this 
Christian congregation, renew and confirm the solemn covenant 
which at your Baptism you made with the Triune God? 

Answer: We do. 

2. Do you, then, renounce the devil, and all his works, and 
all his ways? 

Answer: We do. 

3. Do you believe in God the Father? 

Answer: Yes, we believe in God the Father Almighty, 
Maker of heaven and earth. . 

4. Do you believe in God the Son? 

Answer: Yes, we believe in Jesus Christ, His only Son, our 
Lord; Who was conceived by the Holy Ghost; Born of the 
Virgin Mary; Suffered under Pontius Pilate; Was crucified, 
dead, and buried; He descended into hell; The third day He 
rose again from the dead; He ascended into heaven, and sit- 
teth on the right hand of God the Father Almighty; From 
thence He shall come to judge the quick and the dead. 

5. Do you believe in God the Holy Ghost? 

Answer: Yes, we believe in the Holy Ghost; The holy 
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Christian Church, the communion of saints; The forgiveness of 
sins; The resurrection of the body; And the life everlasting. 

[6. Do you desire to be members of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church? 

Answer: We do.] 

7. Do you hold all the books of the Bible to be the in- 
spired Word of God, and the doctrine of the Evangelical Lu- 
theran Church, drawn from the Bible, as you have learned to 
know it from Luthers Small Catechism, to be the true and cor- 
rect one? 

Answer: We do. 

8. Do you also, as members of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, intend to continue steadfast in the confession of this 
Church, and suffer all, even death, rather than fall away from it? 

Answer: We do so intend, with the help of God. 

9. Finally, do you intend faithfully to conform all your life 
to the rule of the divine Word, to walk as it becometh the 
Gospel of Christ, and in faith, word, and deed to remain true 
to the Triune God, even unto death? 

Answer: We do so intend, by the grace of God. 


Then shall the Minister say: 
Give now your hand at the Lord’s altar, as a pledge of 
your promise, and, kneeling, receive His blessing. 
Then shall the Catechumens come forward, one by one, or in groups, as the 


Minister may have appointed, and, giving the Minister their right hand, kneel 
down before the altar. 


Then shall the Minister, laying his hands upon each one separately, pronounce 
the Benediction, adding a Scripture-passage as a memorial of confirmation, 
saying: N. N.: 


1. God, the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, give thee His 
Holy Spirit, the Spirit of wisdom and knowledge, of grace and 
prayer, of power and strength, of sanctification and the fear of 
God. Amen. or: i 


2. The Father in heaven, for Jesus’ sake, renew and in- 
crease in thee the gift of the Holy Ghost, to thy strengthening 
in faith, to thy growth in grace, to thy patience in suffering, 
and to the blessed hope of everlasting life. Amen. 

Or: 

3. The God of all grace, who hath called us unto His eternal 
glory by Christ Jesus, make thee perfect, stablish, strengthen, 
settle thee, and keep thee through faith unto eternal life. Amen. 
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Or: 
4. The God of peace sanctify thee wholly; and may thy 
whole spirit and soul and body be preserved blameless unto the 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. Amen. 


Or: 
5. May God, who hath begun the good work in thee, per- 
form it until the day of our Lord Jesus Christ. Amen. 


Then the Minister shall say: 

Upon these your voluntary professions and promises, I, in 
the name of the Church of Christ, invite and welcome you, as 
members of the Evangelical Lutheran Church, to participate with 
us in all the rights and privileges of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, in the name of God the Father, and of God the Son, 
and of God the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

The Lord bless you, and keep you. 

The Lord make His face shine upon you, and be gracious 
unto you. ; 

The Lord lift up His countenance upon you, and give you 
peace. Amen. 

Then shall the Minister invite the Congregation to make intercession, as foHows: 

Since it is God alone who worketh both to will and to do 
of His good pleasure, it behooveth us, dear friends in Christ, 
to call upon Him for these young members of this Christian 
congregation, that He would graciously perform the good work 
which He hath begun in them. Let us, therefore, [kneel down 
and] pray.

Almighty and everlasting God, who makest us both to will 
and to do those things which are good and acceptable unto 
Thy divine Majesty, we make our humble supplications unto 
Thee for these Thy servants. Let Thy fatherly hand, we be-

VI. Marriage. 


Fist Form. 

Dearly Beloved: Forasmuch as you purpose to enter upon 
the holy estate of matrimony, which is to be held in honor by 
all, it becometh you to hear what the Word of God teacheth con- 
cerning it. . 

Know ye, therefore, that God Himself ordained marriage 
when He said: 

“It is not good that the man should be alone; I will make 
him an help meet for him. And the Lord God caused a deep 
sleep to fall upon Adam, and he slept; and He took one of 
his ribs, and closed up the flesh instead thereof; and the rib 
which the Lord God had taken from man made He a woman, 
and brought her unto the man. And Adam seid, This is now 
bone of my bones, and flesh of my flesh; she shall be called 
Woman, because she was taken out of Man. Therefore shall 
a man leave his father and his mother, and shall cleave unto 
his wife; and they shall be one flesh." 

Hear also what God hath commanded as touching the con- 
duet of spouses toward each other: 

*Husbands, love your wives, even as Christ also loved the 
Ohurch, and gave Himself for it, that He might senctify and 
cleanse it with the washing of water by the Word, that He 
might present it to Himself a glorious Church, not having spot, 
or wrinkle, or any such thing, but that it should be holy and 
without blemish. 
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“So ought men to love their wives as their own bodies. 
He that loveth his wife loveth himself. For no man ever yet 
hated his own flesh, but nourishcth and cherisheth it, even as 
the Lord the Church. 

Wives, submit yourselves unto your own husbands as unto 
the Lord. For the husband is the head of the wife, even as 
Christ is the Head of the Church; and He is the Savior of 
the body. Therefore, as the Church is subject unto Christ, so 
let the wives be unto their own husbands in everything.” 

Hear also the cross which by reason of sin God hath laid 
upon this estate: 

“Unto the woman He said, I will greatly multiply thy sor- 
row and thy conception; in sorrow thou shalt bring forth chil- 
dren; and thy desire shall be to thy husband, and he shall 
Tule over thee. And unto Adam He said, Because thou hast 
hearkened unto the voice of thy wife, and hast eaten of the 
tree of which I commanded thee, saying, Thou shalt not eat 
of it: cursed is the ground for thy sake; in sorrow shalt thou 
eat of it all the days of thy life; thorns also and thistles shall 
it bring forth to thee; and thou shalt eat the herb of the field; 
in the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat bread till thou return 
unto the ground; for out of it wast thou taken; for dust thou 
art, and unto dust shalt thou return.” 

Nevertheless, marriage is well-pleasing to God, and hath 
His blessings; for it is written: 

“God created man in His own image, in the image of God 
created He him; male and female created He them. And God 
blessed them, and God said unto them: Be fruitful, and mul- 
tiply, and replenish the earth, and subdue it; and have dominion 
over the fish of the sea, and over the fowl of the air, and over 
every living thing that moveth upon the earth. And God saw 
everything that He had made, and, behold, it was very good. 
Therefore Solomon also saith: Whoso findeth a wife findeth 
a good thing, and obtaineth favor of the Lord.” 

The Psalm, also, saith of the man: 

“Blessed is every one that feareth the Lord, that walketh 
in His ways. For thou shalt eat the labor of thine hands. 
Heppy shalt thou be, and it shall be well with thee. Thy wife 
shall be as a fruitful vine by the sides of thine house; thy 
children like olive plants about thy table. Behold that thus 
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shall the man be blessed that feareth the Lord. The Lord shall 
bless thee out of Zion; and thou shalt see the good of Jeru- 
salem all the days of thy life. Yea, thou shalt see thy chil- 
dren’s children, and peace upon Israel.“ 

Thus God hath sanctified marriage, and will continue to 
bless therein all who trust in Him and live in His fear; for 
Christ, having atoned for our sin, hath hallowed even the crosses 
of those who believe in Him. : 

Into this holy estate you now come to be united, and that 
all men may know your mutual consent in holy wedlock to have 
been sincerely and freely given, it behooveth you to declare, in 
the presence of these witnesses, the sincere intent you both have. 

I therefore ask you: 

N., wilt thou have N., here present, to be thy wedded wife? 
Wilt thou love, honor, and cherish her, and keep with her this 
bond of wedlock holy and unbroken till death you do part? If 
80, declare it before God and these witnesses by saying, I will. 

Answer: I will. 

N., wilt thou have N., here present, to be thy wedded hus- 
band? Wilt thou love, honor, cherish, and obey him, and keep 
with him this bond of wedlock holy and unbroken till death 
you do part? If so, declare it before God and these witnesses 
by saying, I will. 

Answer: I will. 


If the wedding-ring be used, the Minister shall now ask for tt, and, taking tt, 
he shall deliver it to the man to be put on the fourth finger of the woman’s 
left hand, and the Minister shalt say, and the man may say after him: 

Receive this ring as a pledge and token of wedded love 
and faithfulness. 
If two rings be used, the Minister shall say: 
Exchange rings as a pledge and token of wedded love and 


faithfulness. 
Then shall the Minister say: 


Join your right hands. 


Here the Minister may direct the man to say after him: 
I, N., in the presence of God and this assembly, take thee, 
N., to be my wedded wife, and plight thee my troth in every 
duty, not to part from thee till death us do part. 
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In like manner may the woman also say after the Minister: 


I, N., in the presence of God and this assembly, take thee, 
N., to be my wedded husband, and plight thee my troth in 
every duty, not to part from thee till death us do part. 


Then shall the Minister say: 


What God hath joined together, let no man put asunder. 
And forasmuch as N. and N. have consented together in holy 
wedlock, and have witnessed the same before God and this 
assembly, I pronounce them husband and wife, in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. f Amen. 


The persons married may then kneel for prayer, and the Minister shall say: 
1. 


Almighty God, who didst create man and woman, and didst 
join them together in marriage, thereby signifying the mystery 
of the union betwixt Thy Son Jesus Christ and His Bride, the 
Church: we beseech Thine infinite goodness, let not this Thy 
blessed work and ordinance be set aside or brought to naught, 
but graciously protect and preserve it. Especially let Thy bless- 
ing rest upon these Thy servants; so rule them by Thy Holy 
Spirit that they may live together to Thy glory and to their 
own welfare in this life and in that which is to come. Keep 
them in Thy favor, and bring them unto everlasting life; 
through Jesus Christ, our Lord. Amen.

Lord, our God, our Helper and our Comforter in time and 
in eternity, graciously look upon these Thy servants, who ac- 
cording to Thy holy ‘ordinance have entered the covenant of 
wedded love and troth. Do Thou bless them, end so guide them 
by Thy Holy Spirit that in all things Thy good and gracious 
will may be done in them. May they let the Word of Christ 
dwell in them richly, and do Thou make their home and their 
hearts Thy dwelling-place. Grant thet their souls be united in 
Christ Jesus unto one mind by love, and may their mutual true 
affection never know doubt or change. Do Thou bless them in 
each other, and enable them in wisdom and meekness to bear 
with patience each other's infirmities. Prosper the work of their

Let even their crosses and afflictions yield them the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness as an abiding blessing, and 
teach them, in everything by prayer and supplication with 
thanksgiving, to make their requests known unto Thee. And 
when in steadfast faith they have finished their pilgrimage on 
earth, give them a dwelling-place with Thee in heavenly joy; 
for the sake of Jesus Christ, Thy Son, our Lord. Amen. 


Then shall the Minister lay his hands upon the heade of the two and say:

Thy kingdom come; Thy will be done on earth as it is in 
heaven; Give us this day our daily bread; And forgive us our 
trespasses, as we forgive those who trespass against us; And 
lead us not into temptation; But deliver us from evil; For 
Thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the glory, forever 
and ever.

Sgcoxp Form. 


‘The persons to be married having presented themselves before the altar, the 
man on the right hand and the woman on his left, the Minister shall say: 


Dearly Beloved: We are assembled here in the presence of 
God and these witnesses to join together this man and this 
woman in holy matrimony, which was instituted by God for the 
welfare and happiness of mankind, blessed by our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and likened by St. Paul to the mystical union subsisting 
between Christ and His Church, and is to be held in honor 
among all men. Wherefore those who purpose to enter this holy 
estate should do so with & profound sense of the seriousness of 
the obligations they are about to assume, bearing in mind that 
the vow and covenant once made may not be broken, and duly 
and devoutly weighing what Holy Scripture teaches’ concerning 
husbands and wives. Our Savior has declared that a man shall 
forsake his father and mother and cleave unto his wife, for 
they twain shall be one flesh. By His apostles He has in- 
structed those who enter into wedlock to cherish mutual esteem 
and love; to bear with cach other’s infirmities and weaknesses; 
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to comfort each other in sickness, trouble, and sorrow; in honesty 
and industry to provide for each other and for their household 
in temporal things; to pray for and encourage each other in 
the things which pertain to God; and to live together as the 
heirs of the grace of life. 

Or: 

Dearly Beloved: We are gathered together here in the sight 
of God to join together this man and this women in holy mat- 
rimony, which is commended of St. Paul to be honorable among 
all men, and therefore is not by any to be entered into un- 
advisedly or lightly, but reverently, discrectly, advisedly, soberly, 
and in the fear of God. 

These two persons have come hither to be made one in this 
holy estate. If there be any here present who can show just 
cause why they may not lawfully be joined in marriage, let him 
now speak, or ever after hold his peace. 

Forasmuch, then, as nothing has been shown to hinder this 
marriage, I ask you: 

N., wilt thou have this woman for, N., here present,] to be 
thy wedded wife, to live together after God's ordinance in the 
holy estate of matrimony? Wilt thou love her, comfort her, 
honor and keep her, in sickness and in health, and, forsaking 
all others, keep thee only unto her so long as ye both shall live? 

Answer: I will. 

N., wilt thou have this man [or, V., here present,] to be thy 
wedded husband, to live together after God's ordinance in the 
holy estate of matrimony? Wilt thou love him, honor and obey 
him, and keep him, in sickness and in health, and, forsaking all 
others, keep thee only unto him as long as ye both shall live? 

Answer: I will. 


Then the Minister may say: 
Who giveth this woman to be married to this man? 


Then may they give their troth to each other in this manner. The father or 
friend of the woman shall put her right hand into the hand of the Minister, 
who shall cause the man with his right hand to take the woman by her right 
hand, and to say after him: 
I, N., in the presence of God and this assembly, take thee, 
N., to be my wedded wife, and plight thee my troth in every 
duty, not to part from thee till death us do part. 
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Then shall they loose their hands, and the woman, scith her right hand taking 
the man by his right hand, shall likewise say after the Minister: 


I, N., in the presence of God and this assembly, take thec, 
N., to be my wedded huband, and plight thee my troth in 
every duty, not to part from thee till death us do part. 
Then shall they again loose their hands, and 4f the wedding-ring be used, the 
Minister shall now ask for it, and, taking it, he shall deliver it to the man, 


who shall then put it on the fourth finger of the woman's left hand, and the 
Minister shall say, and the man may say after him: 


Receive this ring as a pledge and token of wedded love 
and faithfulness. er 


With this ring I thee wed, N., in the name of the Fether, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 


; Or the Minister may say: 

In token of your vows thus mutually pligbted you, N., give, 
and you, N., receive the wedding-ring. 

If two rings be used, the Minister may say: 

Exchange rings as & pledge and token of wedded love and 
faithfulness. 

Then shall the Minister join their right hands, saying: 

Join your right hands. Forasmuch as N. and N. have con- 
sented together in holy wedlock, and have witnessed the same 
before God and this assembly, [and thereto have given and 
pledged their troth, each to the other,] and have declared the 
same (by giving and receiving a ring, and) by joining hands: 
I pronounce them husband and wife, in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. T Amen. What, there- 
fore, God hath joined together, let no man put asunder. 


The persons married may then kneel for prayer, and the Minister shall say: 

O eternal God, Creator and Preserver of all mankind, Giver 
of all spiritual grace, the Author of everlasting life: send Thy 
blessing upon these Thy servants, this man and this woman, 
whom we bless in Thy name, that, living faithfully together, 
they may surely perform and keep the vow and covenant be- 
twixt them made, and may ever remain in perfect love and peace 
together, and so live in this life according to Thy laws that in 
the world to come they may have life everlasting ; through Jesus 
Christ, our Lord. Amen.

O Thou faithful and merciful God, Heavenly Father, who 
hast instituted the estate of matrimony, hallowed it by the 
presence of Thy Son at the marriage in Cana of Galilee, and 
protected and preserved it until this day: we thank Thee for 
Thy goodness, and heartily beseech Thee, Thou wouldst ever- 
more maintain Thine ordinance by Thy gracious and almighty 
presence, and grant unto these, and all others united in mar- 
riage, peace and unity, and comfort and hope in the day of 
irouble; through Jesus Christ, our Lord. Amen. 
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Then may another Hymn be sung. 


Then shall follow a short Address. (For the Address one of the following teats 

may be used: Gen. , 10; 1 Sam. 7, 12; 2 Sam. 7, 18; Job 10, 12; Pe. 9, L 2; 

Ps. 40,6; Ps. 63, 9. 10; Ps. 71, IT. 18; Ps. 92,13; Ps. 115, 13. 15; Ps. 128,6; Prov. 
16, 18; Prov. IT, 6; Is. 46,4; Zech. 8,4; 1 Cor. 15, 10.)

Strengthen him through this salutary gift in 
faith towards Thee and in fervent love toward all men. Create 
in kim a clean heart, and renew a right spirit within kim. 
Cause him also to recognize in this present visitation Thy fatherly 
hand, that he may bear his cross in cheerful submission to Thy 
holy will; and do Thou deal with him according to Thine in- 
finite mercy as Thou alone best knowest, for the sake of Thy 
dear Son, Jesus Christ, our Lord.

Or the Minister may say: 


Dost thou humbly acknowledge and heartily lament thy sins? 

Answer: Yes. 

Dost thou believe that God, thy merciful Father, for the 
sake of Jesus Christ, thy Savior, pardons all thine offenses? 

Answer: Yes. 

Art thou resolved, if God prolong thy life, to lead the re- 
mainder of thy life in His fear and to His glory? 

Answer: Yes. 

Be it unto thee according to thy faith. And I, by the com- 
mand of our Lord Jesus Christ, upon this thy confession, for- 
give thee all thy sins, in the name of the Father f, and of the 
Son t, and of the Holy Ghost T. Amen. 

Peace be with thee. Amen.

A. AT THE HOUSE. 


A brief scrvice te in most cases held at the house before going to the church 
or to the grave. 4 Hymn may be sung, followed by a Lesson and a Collect 
or Prayer. 


The Minister may use one or more of the following versioles: 
Grace to you and peace from God, our Father, and the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Amen. 
Unto our God, who alone hath immortality, be honor and 
power both now and forever. Amen. 
Our help is in the name of the Lord, who made heaven 
and earth. Amen. 
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Like as a father pitieth his children, so the Lord pitieth 
them that fear Him. For He knoweth our frame; He remem- 
bereth that we are dust. Amen. 

Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
the Father of mercies and God of all comfort, who comforteth 
us in all our affliction, that we may be able to comfort them 
that are in any affliction, through the comfort wherewith we 
ourselves are comforted of God. (2 Cor. 1, 3. 4.) Amen. 

Forasmuch as it hath pleased Almighty God to summon out 
of this life the soul of this brother and member of Christ, it 
becometh us, as Christians to remember, in our bereavement and 
sorrow, the admonition and ‘consolation of God's own Book of 
comfort. 

Hear therefore the Word of God as it is written:

Let not your heart be troubled. Ye believe in God; be- 
lieve also in Me. In My Fathers house are many mansions; 
if it were not so, I would have told you. I go to prepare 
& place for you. And if I go and prepare a place for you, I will 
come again, and receive you unto Myself, that, where I am, 
there ye may be also. And whither I go ye know, and the way 
ye know. Thomas saith unto Him, Lord, we know not whither 
Thou goest; and how can we know the way? Jesus saith unto 
him, I am the Way, the Truth, and the Life: no man cometh 
unto the Father but by Me.

Man that is born of a woman is of few days and full of 
trouble. He cometh forth like a flower, and is cut down; he 
fleeth also as a shadow, and continueth not.

Although affliction cometh not forth of the dust, neither 
doth trouble spring out of the ground, yet man is born unto 
trouble, as the sparks fly upward. 


Job 1, 21. 
The Lord gave, and the Lorp hath taken away; blessed be 
the name of the Lorp. 
Is. 40, 11. 
He shall feed His flock like a shepherd; He shall gather 
the lambs with His arm, and carry them in His bosom, and shall 
gently lead those that are with young. 


Jer. 31, 15—17. 


Thus saith the Lorn: A voice was heard in Ramah, lamen- 
tation and bitter weeping, Rachel weeping for her children refused 
to be comforted for her children, because they were not. Thus 
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saith the Lord: Refrain thy voice from weeping and thine 
eyes from tears; for thy work shell be rewarded, saith the 
Lonp; and they shall come again from the land of the enemy. 
And there is hope in thine end, saith the Lonp, that thy children 
shell come again to their own border. 


Mark 10, 13—16. 

And they brought young children to Him that He should 
touch them; and His disciples rebuked those that brought them. 
But when Jesus saw it, He was much displeased and said unto 
them, Suffer the little children to come unto Me, and forbid 
them not; for of such is the kingdom of God. Verily, I say 
unto you, Whosoever shall not receive the kingdom of God as 
a little child, he shall not enter therein. And He took them up 
in His arms, put His hands upon them, and blessed them.

Psalm 108, 15. 16. 
As for man, his days are as grass; as a flower of the 
field, so he flourisheth. For the wind passeth over it, and it is 
gone; and the place thereof shall know it no more. 


Psalm 39, 6. 
‘Behold, Thou hast made my days as an handbreadth; and 
mine age is as nothing before Thee. Verily, every man at his 
best state is altogether vanity. 


Job 9, 25. 26. 
Now my days are swifter than a post; they flee away, they 
see no good. They are passed away as the swift ships, as the 
eagle that hasteth to the prey. 


Prov. 27, 1. 

Boast not thyself of to-morrow; for thou knowest not what 
a day may bring forth. 

Eccl. 11, 7—10. 

Truly, the light is sweet, and a pleasant thing it is for the 
eyes to behold the sun; but if a man live many years, and re- 
joice in them all, yet let him remember the days of darkness; 
for they shall be many. All that cometh is vanity. Rejoice, 
O young man, in thy youth, and let thy heart cheer thee in the 
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days of thy youth, and walk in the ways of thine heart and in 
the sight of thine eyes; but know thou that for all these things 
God will bring thee into judgment. Therefore remove sorrow 
from thy heart, and put away evil from thy flesh; for childhood 
and youth are vanity. 
James 4, 14. 

For what is your life? It is even a vapor that appeareth 

for a little time, and then vanisheth away. 


Luke 7, 11—16. 

And it came to pass the day after that He went into a city 
called Nain; and many of His disciples went with Him and much 
people: Now, when He came nigh to the gate of the city, behold, 
there was a dead man carried out, the only son of his mother, and 
she was & widow; and much people of the city was with her. 
And when the Lord saw her, He had compassion on her and said 
unto her, Weep not. And He came and touched the bier; and 
they that bare him stood still. And He said, Young man, I say 
unto thee, Arise. And he that was dead sat up and began to 
speak. And He delivered him to his mother. And there came 
& fear on all; and they glorified God, saying, That a great 
prophet is risen up among us; and, That God hath visited His 
people. And this rumor of Him went forth throughout all Judea 
and throughout all the region round about. 


Matt. 9, 18. 19. 23—26. 

While He spake these things unto them, behold, there came 
8 certain ruler and worshiped Him, saying, My daughter is even 
now dead; but come and lay Thy hand upon her, and she 
shall live. And Jesus arose and followed him, and so did His 
disciples. 

And when Jesus came into the rulers house, and saw the 
minstrels and the people making a noise, He said unto them, 
Give place; for the maid is not dead, but sleepeth. And they 
laughed Him to scorn. But when the people were put forth, 
He went in and took her by the hand, and the maid arose. And 
the fame hereof went abroad into all that land. 


Matt. 25, 1—18. 
Then shall the kingdom of heaven be likened unto ten vir- 
gins which took their lamps, and went forth to, meet the bride- 
groom. And five of them were wise, and five were foolish. They 
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that were foolish took their lamps, and took no oil with them; 
but the wise took oil in their vessels with their lamps. While 
the bridegroom tarried, they all slumbered and slept. And at 
midnight there was a cry made, Behold, the bridegroom cometh; 
go ye out to meet him! Then all those virgins arose, and 
trimmed their lamps. And the foolish said unto the wise, Give 
us of your oil; for our lamps are gone out. But the wise 
answered, saying, Not so, lest there be not enough for us and 
you; but go ye rather to them that sell, and buy for yourselves. 
And while they went to buy, the bridegroom came; and they 
that were ready went in with him to the marriage. And the 
door was shut. Afterward came also the other virgins, saying, 
Lord, lord, open to us! But he answered and said, Verily, I say 
unto you, I know you not. Watch therefore; for ye know neither 
the day nor the hour wherein the Son of Man cometh. 


AT THE DEATH OF THE AGED. 
Psalm 92, 12—15. 

The righteous shall flourish like the palm-tree; he shall 
grow like a cedar in Lebanon. Those that be planted in the 
house of the Lorn shall flourish in the courts of our God. They 
shall still bring forth fruit in old age; they shall be fat and 
flourishing; to show that the Lorp is upright. He is my Rock, 
and there is no unrighteousness in Him. 


Prov. 16, 31. 
The hoary head is a crown of glory if it be found in the 
way of righteousness. 
Is. 46, 4. 
And even to your old age I am He, and even to hoar hairs 
will I carry you. I have made, and I will bear; even I will 
carry and will deliver you. 


2 Tim. 4, 6—8. 

For I am now ready to be offered, and the time of my 
departure is at hand. I have fought a good fight, I have finished 
my course, I have kept the faith; henceforth there is laid up 
for me a crown of righteousness, which the Lord, the righteous 
Judge, shall give me at that day; and not to me only, but unto 
all them also that love His appearing. 
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Phil. 8, 20. 21. 


For our conversation is in heaven, from whence also we 
look for the Savior, the Lord Jesus Christ: who shall change 
our vile body, that it may be fashioned like unto His glorious 
body, according to the working whereby He is able even to 
subdue all things unto Himeelf.

In place of the Lessons the following Eahoriation may be read: 

Beloved in the Lord: Forasmuch as it hath pleased Almighty 
God in His good providence to call this beother out of this present 
life, it becometh us, 
to hear in our bereavement the admonition and comfort of God's 
holy Word. Thus saith the Lord: “Dust thou art, and unto 
dust shalt thou return. By one man sin entered into the world 
and death by sin; and so death passed upon all men, for that 
all have sinned.” There is no respect of persons; we die the 
common death of all men; for the wages of sin is death. May 
we, then, with a deep sense of our sinfulness humble ourselves 
under the mighty hand of God, before whom we are dust, and 
earnestly ponder the rapid flight of our days. Man that is 
born of a woman is of few days and full of trouble. He cometh 
forth like a flower, and is cut down; he fleeth also as a shadow, 
and continueth not. We cannot but say with David: “Behold, 
Thou hast made my days as an handbreadth; and mine age is 
as nothing before Thee. Verily, every man at his best state is 
altogether vanity.” But blessed be God, even the Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of mercies and the God of all 
comfort, who hath loved us, and hath given us everlasting con- 
solation and good hope through grace, and hath begotten us 
again unto a lively hope by the resurrection of Jesus Christ 
from the dead. 

For as in Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be made 
alive. Being delivered for our offenses, He was raised again for 
our justification, and hath brought life and immortality to light 
through the Gospel. He is the First-fruits of them that sleep, 
and saith: “I am the Resurrection and the Life: he that be- 
lieveth in Me, though he were dead, yet shall he live; and 
whosoever liveth and believeth in Me shall never die.” There- 
fore in life and in death He is our comfort; for through Him 
the death of His own is swallowed up in victory, and by faith 
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in Him we have part in llis gracious promise: This corruptible 
must put on incorruption, and this mortal must put on im- 
mortality. It is sown in weakness, it is raised in power; it is 
sown in dishonor, it is raised in glory. And as we have borne 
the image of the earthy, we shall also bear the image of the 
heavenly, the image of our Lord Jesus Christ, who shall change 
our vile body, that it may be fashioned like unto His glo- 
rious body. 

Therefore we sorrow not, even as others that have no hope. 
but lift up our heads, knowing that our Redeemer liveth, and 
that the souls of the righteous are in the hand of God, where 
no torment shall touch them. Blessed are the dead which die 
in the Lord from henceforth; yea, saith the Spirit, that they 
may rest from their labors; and their works do follow them. 

Every man that hath this hope in Him purifieth himself, 
even as Christ is pure. For we must all appear before the 
judgment-seat of Christ, that every one may receive the things 
done in his body, according to that he hath done, whether it be 
good or bad. Therefore, beloved, let us escape the corruption 
that is in the world through lust, and seck now, in the day of 
salvation, the one thing needful, which shall not be taken away 
from us. Let us fight the good fight of faith, and lay hold on 
eternal life, whereunto we are also called. May we be found 
in constant readiness for the final summons, ever waiting for 
our Lord and purifying our souls in obeying the truth through 
His Spirit, that, through His power resting upon us, we may 
overcome the world, and be counted worthy at last to reign with 
Him eternally in heaven. Amen.

The Minister, walking before those that bear the body, and approaching the 
grave, may say:

The Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken away; blessed be 
the name of the Lord. (Job 1, 21.) 

I would not have you to be ignorant, brethren, concerning 
them which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, even as others which 
have no hope. For if we believe that Jesus died and rose again, 
.even so them also which sleep in Jesus will God bring with Him. 
(1 Thess. 4, 13. 14.) i 

I heard a voice from heaven saying, Write, Blessed are the 
dead which die in the Lord from henceforth; yea, saith the 
Spirit, that they may rest from their labors; and their works 
do follow them. (Rev. 14, 13.) 

When the casket ts lowered into the grave, a Hymn may be sung, and then 
the Minister shall say: 

Man that is born of a woman is of few days and full of 
trouble. He cometh forth like a flower, and is cut down; he 
fleeth also as a shadow, and continueth not. 

In the midst of life we are in, death. Of whom may we 
seek for succor but of Thee, O Lord, who for our sins art 
justly displeased ? 

Yet, O Lord God most holy, O Lord most mighty, O holy 
and most merciful Savior, deliver us not into the bitter pains 
of eternal death. 

Thou knowest, Lord, the secrets of our hearts; shut not 
Thy merciful ears to our prayers; but spare us, Lord most 
holy; O God most mighty, O holy and most merciful Savior, 
Thou most worthy Judge eternal, suffer us not, at our last hour, 
for any pains of death to fall from Thee. 

So also is the resurrection of the dead. It is sown in cor- 
ruption; it is raised in incorruption.

together with the soul;

keep these remains unto the day of the resurrection of all flesh.

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X. The Ordination of a Minister. 


The Form given below may be used for Ordination and Installation. 


After the General Prayer, in the regular service, a Hymn of Invocation of the 
Holy Spirit may be sung. 


Then the Ordaining Minister and his assistants shall turn to the candidate for 
ordination, who has presented himself before the altar, and the ordaining 
Minister shall say: 


Dearly Beloved Brother: Our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ 
said unto His disciples: “Go ye and teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost, teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you. And, lo, I am with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world.” (Matt. 28, 19. 20.) 

And when He had ascended far above all heavens, that He 
might fill all things, He gave unto His Church some apostles, 
and some prophets, and some evangelists, and some pastors and 
teachers, for the perfecting of the saints, for the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying of the body of Christ. (Eph. 4, 
10—12.) 

Whereas, then, after due examination, you have been found 
well versed in Christian doctrine and able to teach others, and 
have been called to the office of the holy ministry [in this Con- 
gregation], it is meet and right that we should hear and ponder 
what God, in His holy Word, inculcates upon His ministers con- 
cerning the solemn responsibilities of their sacred office. 

Thus says St. Paul: 

“This is a true saying, If a man desireth the office of 
a bishop, he desireth a good work.” (1 Tim. 3, 1.) 

“Let a man so account of us, as of the ministers of Christ 
and stewards of the mysteries of God.” (1 Cor. 4, 1.) 

“Study to show thyself approved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the Word of Truth.” 
(2 Tim. 2, 15.) 

“Preach the Word; be instant in season, out of season; 
reprove, rebuke, exhort with all long-suffering and doctrine.” 
(2 Tim. 4, 2.) 

“Speak thou the things which become sound doctrine, in all 
things showing thyself a pattern of good works.” (Titus 2, 1.) 

“A bishop must be blameless, as the steward of God; not 
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self-willed, not soon angry, not given to wine, no striker, not 
given to filthy lucre, but a lover of hospitality, a lover of good 
men, sober, just, holy, temperate, holding fast the faithful Word 
as he hath been taught, that he may be able by sound doctrine 
both to exhort and to convince the gainsayers.” (Titus 1, 7—9.) 

Moreover, it is required in stewards that a man be found 
faithful.“ (1 Cor. 4, 2.) 

“Take heed unto thyself and unto the doctrine; continue 
in them; for in doing this thou shalt both save thyself, and 
them that hear thee.” (1 Tim. 4, 6.) 

The ministers of Christ, then, are ambassadors for Christ, 
end as such are to preach the Word and administer the holy 
Sacraments. They are appointed to wait upon and serve the 
Church, which is the bride of Jesus Christ, His body mystical; 
to offer before Him the prayers and supplications of His people; 
to feed, to instruct, to watch over, and guide the sheep and 
lambs of His flock, whom He hath purchased with His own 
. blood. They are to give themselves wholly to this office, with 
daily meditation and study of the Scriptures, that they may be 
&ble to make full proof of their ministry, being nourished up 
in the words of faith and good doctrine, and showing them- 
selves patterns to others in piety and godly living. 

And whereas, dear Brother, thou hast accepted the call ex- 
tended to thee [by this Congregation], and art about to- enter 
upon the performance of the duties perteining to the holy office 
of the ministry, in accordance with the Word and will of the 
Lord Most High, I now ask thee in the presence of God and 
this Congregation : 

Dost thou believe the canonical books of the Old and the 
New Testament to be the inspired Word of God, and the only 
infallible rule of faith and practise? 

.Answer: I do so believe. 

Dost thou hold and profess the doctrine of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church as laid down in the Symbols contained in the 
Book of Concord of 1580, to wit, the three Ecurnenieal Creeds, 
the Augsburg Confession, the Apology of the same, the Smaleald 
Articles, the Small and the Large Catechism, and the Formula 
of Coneord, to be the true doctrine of the Holy Scriptures? 

Answer: Y do so hold and profess. 

Art thou determined to discharge faithfully the duties of 
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the holy ministry [in this Congregation] in full accordance with 
the Holy Scriptures and the said Symbols of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church? ` 

Answer: I have so determined by the grace of God. 

Then the person to be ordained shall kneel, and the Ordaining Minister, laying 
Ma right hand on him, may say: 

I herewith acknowledge and ordain thee a called and able 
Minister of the Gospel, a herald of the kingdom of God, and 
a steward of His mysteries [and install thee as Pastor of this 
Congregation]. The Lord pour out upon thee the Holy Spirit 
for the office and work committed unto thee by thy call, that 
thou mayest be a faithful dispenser of the means of grace: in 
the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. Amen. 

Then the assisting Ministers, in turn, may lay their right hands on the head 


of the newly ordained, and pronounce some benediction, such as Josh. 1, 8; 
Pe. £7, 1. 14; 20,1. 2; 1 Tim. 4, 16. 


Then shall the Ordaining Minister continue: 

Let us pray: 

Lord Jesus Christ, who art the Chief Shepherd and the 
only Head of Thy Church, we pray Thee that Thou wouldst 
keep Thy servant in Thy holy Word and the sound doctrine 
therein set forth; that Thou wouldst strengthen him in the 
faithful performance of the duties of the ministry [in this Con- 
gregation], and bless his labors in Thy service, that Thy holy 
name may be glorified and Thy kingdom be enlarged here and 
hereafter; who livest and reignest, with the Father and the Holy 
Ghost, one God, forever and ever, world without end. Amen. 

O Lord God, Heavenly Father, who alone dost give and 
send forth able ministers of Thy Church, and for this ministry 
dost endue them with power from on high, we humbly beseech 
Thee, illumine the heart of this Thy servant, in the name of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, by Thy Holy Spirit; lead and guide 
him with the strength of Thy right hand, that he may faith- 
fully perform the ministry committed unto him, to the glory of 
Thy name and the edification of all believers in the Church of 
Thy dear Son; through the same 'Thy Son, Jesus Christ, our 
Lord. Amen. 

Merciful God, Heavenly Father, Thou hast said unto us by 
the mouth of Thy beloved Son, Jesus Christ, our Lord: “The 
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harvest, truly, is plenteous, but the laborers are few; pray ye 
therefore the Lord of the harvest that He may send forth laborers 
into His harvest”: upon this Thy divine command, we heartily 
pray Thee, give Thy Holy Spirit abundantly to this Thy ser- 
vant, to us, and to all who are called to the ministry of Thy 
Word, that we may continue faithful and steadfast against the 
devil, the world, and the flesh, to the end that Thy name may 
be hallowed, Thy kingdom increased, and Thy will accomplished. 
We beseech Thee also that Thou wouldst overrule and bring to 
naught the counsels of all Thine enemies that blaspheme Thy 
name, hinder Thy kingdom, and resist Thy will; and in what- 
soever place Thy servants declare Thy name, and labor in the 
Word and doctrine, establish Thou their witness and the work 
of their hands, to the praise of Thy most holy name and to the 
salvation of many souls. Amen. 


Then the Ordaining Minister, and the other Ministers with him, shall say: 


Our Father, who art in heaven; Hallowed be Thy name; 
Thy kingdom come; Thy will be done on earth as it is in 
heaven; Give us this day our daily bread; And forgive us our 
irespasses, as we forgive those who trespass against us; And 
lead us not into temptation; But deliver us from evil; For 
Thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the glory, forever 
and ever. Amen. 

The newly ordained shall then rise, and the Ordaining Minister, giving him his 
right hand, shall sey: 

Go, then, take heed unto thyself and to all the flock, over 
which the Holy Ghost hath made thee an overseer, to feed the 
Church of God, which He hath purchased with His own blood. 
Feed the flock of Christ, taking the oversight thereof, not by 
constraint, but willingly; not for filthy lucre, but of a ready 
mind; not as being lord over God’s heritage, but being an 
ensample to the flock. And when the Chief Shepherd shall 
appear, thou shalt receive a crown of glory that fadeth not away. 
The Lord bless thee from on high, and make thee a blessing 
unto many, that thou mayest bring forth fruit, and that thy 
fruit may remain unto eternal life. Amen. 


If the newly ordained has also been installed, he shall close the service with. 
the Benediction. 
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XI. The Ordination and Instal latiun of a Minister. 


Our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ said unto His disciples: 
“Go ye and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, teaching 
them to observe all things whatsoever I have commanded you. 
And, lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of the 
world.” “And when He ascended far above all heavens, that He 
might fill all things, He gave unto His Church some apostles, 
and some prophets, and some evangelists, and some pastors and 
teachers, for the perfecting of the saints, for the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying of the body of Christ.” 

And whereas the Archbishop of His Church has given unto 
this present congregation a [another] pastor and teacher, it is 
meet and right that we should hear and ponder what the Lord 
by His Apostles inculcates upon His ministers concerning their 
holy office. 

"Thus says St. Paul: 

“This is a true saying: If a man desireth the office of 
a bishop, he desireth a good work, and the things that thou hast 
heard of me among many witnesses, the same commit thou to 
faithful men, who shall be able to teach others also. But lay 
hands suddenly on no man. For a bishop must be blameless, as 
the steward of God; not self-willed, not soon angry, not given 
to wine, no striker, not given to filthy lucre, but a lover of hos- 
pitality, a lover of good men, sober, just, holy, temperate, holding 
fast the faithful Word as he hath been taught, that he may 
be able by sound doctrine both to exhort and to convince the 
gainsayers.“ — And again: “A bishop must be blameless, the 
husband of one wife, vigilant, sober, of good behavior, given to 
hospitality, apt to teach, not given to wine, no striker, not greedy 
of filthy lucre, but patient, not a brawler, not covetous, one that 
ruleth well his own house, having his children in subjection with 
all gravity; not a novice, lest, being puffed up with pride, he 
fall into the condemnation of the devil. Moreover, he must have 
& good report of them which are without, lest he fall into re- 
proach and the snare of the devil. Be thou an example of the 
believers in word, in conversation, in charity, in spirit, in faith, 
in purity. Till I come, give attendance to reading, to exhorta- 
tion, to doctrine. Neglect not the gift that is in thee, which 
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was given thee by prophecy, with the laying on of the hands 
of the presbytery. Meditate upon these things; give thyself 
wholly to them, that thy profiting may appear to all. Study 
to show thyself approved unto God, a workman that needeth not 
to be ashamed, rightly dividing the Word of Truth. Take heed 
unto thyself and unto the doctrine; continue in them; for in 
doing this thou shalt both save thyself and them that hear thee.” 

And whereas thou, dearly beloved brother in Christ, hast 
accepted the call extended to thee by this Congregation, and art 
about to enter upon the performance of the duties enjoined upon 
thee through such call in accordance with the Word and will of 
the Lord Most High, I now ask thee in the presence of Omnis- 
cient God and of this Congregation: 

Dost thou believe the canonical books of the Old and the 
New Testament to be the inspired Word of God and the only 
infallible rule of faith and practise? 

Answer: I do so believe. 

Dost thou hold and profess the doctrine of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church as leid down in the Symbols contained in the 
Book of Concord of 1580, especially the three Ecumenical Creeds, 
the Augsburg Confession, the Apology of the same, the Smalcald 
Articles, the Small and the Large Catechism, and the Formula 
of Concord, to be the true,doctrine of the Holy Scriptures? 

Answer: I do so hold and profess. 

Art thou determined to discharge faithfully the duties of 
the holy ministry in this Congregation in full accordance with 
the Holy Scriptures and the said Symbols of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church? ; 

Answer: I have so determined by the grace of God. 

The ordained will here kneel, and the Ordaining Minister, laying Ms hands upon 
Rim, will say: 

Let us pray: 

Lord Jesus Christ, who art the Chief Shepherd and the only 
Head of Thy Church, we pray Thee that Thou wouldst keep 
Thy servant in Thy holy Word and the sound doctrine therein 
set forth; that Thou wouldst strengthen him in the faithful 
performance of the duties of the ministry in this Congregation, 
and bless his labors in Thy service, that Thy holy name may be 
glorified and Thy kingdom be enlarged here and hereafter, who 
livest and reignest with the Father and the Holy Ghost, one 
God, forever and ever, world without end. Amen. 
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Hereupon the assisting ministers will, each in his turn, lay their hands upon 
the ordained and say: 


The mountains shall depart and the hills be removed; but 
My kindness shall not depart from thee, neither shall the cove- 
nant of My peace be removed, saith the Lord that hath mercy 
on thee. Amen. 

Or: 

Thus saith the Lord, thy Redeemer, the Holy One of Israel, 
I am the Lord, thy God, which teacheth thee to profit, which 
leadeth thee by the way thou shouldest go. Amen. 

Or: 

The Lord shall preserve thee from all evil; He shall pre- 
serve thy soul. The Lord shall preserve thy going out and thy 
coming in from this time forth and even forevermore. Amen. 

Or: 

Be strong and of good courage; fear not, nor be afraid; 
for the Lord, thy God, He it is that doth go with thee; He will 
not fail thee, nor forsake thee. Amen. 

Or: 

Thus saith the Lord, As the branch cannot bear fruit of 
iteelf, except it abide in the vine; no more can ye, except ye 
abide in Me. I am the Vine, ye are the branches. He that 
abideth in Me, and I in him, the same bringeth forth much 
fruit; for without Me ye can do nothing. Amen. 

Or: 

Be not ashamed of the Gospel of Christ; for it is the power 

of God unto salvation to every one that believeth. 
Or: 

Be fervent in spirit; serving the Lord; rejoicing in hope; 

patient in tribulation; continuing instant in prayer. 
Or: 

Be steadfast, immovable, always abounding in the work of 
the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your labor is not in vain 
in the Lord. 

Or some other appropriate test not already embodied in this form. 


The Ordaining Minister will now continue: 
Go then, take heed unto thyself and to all the flock, over 
which the Holy Ghost hath made thee an overseer, to feed the 
Church of God, which He hath purchased with His own blood. 
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Feed the flock of Christ, taking the oversight thereof, not by con- 
straint, but willingly; not for filthy lucre, but of a ready mind; 
not as being lord over God’s heritage, but being an ensample to 
the flock. And when the Chief Shepherd shall appear, thou 
shalt receive a crown of glory that fadeth not away. The Lord 
bless thee from on high, and make thee a blessing unto many, 
that thou mayest bring forth fruit, and that thy fruit may 
Temain unto eternal life. 

The Lord bless thee, and keep thee. 

The Lord make His face shine upon thee, and be gracious 
unto thee. 

The Lord lift up His countenance upon thee, and give thee 
peace. Amen. 


XII. The Installation of a Pastor. 


After the Sermon delivered by the Offctating Minister, and the singing of an 

appropriate Hymn, the Officiating Minister and Ms assistants shall take up their 

position at the altar, the Pastor-elect before them, and on either side of him 
the members of the Ohurch Council. 


The Officiating Minister shah say: 

Dear Brother: Whereas thou hast been called as Pastor of 
this Congregation, and art about to assume charge of the flock 
of Christ in this place, it is fitting that thou shouldst bear in 
mind the solemn duties of thy sacred office, that thou mayest 
fulfil them in such manner as behooveth a devout and zealous 
minister of the Church. 

As an ambassador for Christ, thou art to preach and teach 
the pure doctrine of the divine Word, to administer the holy 
Sacraments according to the institution and ordinance of Christ, 
to instruct the young in the way of salvation, to counsel the in- 
quiring, to strengthen the weak, to seek the lost, and reclaim 
the erring, to comfort the sorrowing, to care for the needy, to 
visit the sick, to minister to the dying, and ever to have at 
heart, and pray for, the spiritual welfare of every soul under 
thy care. 

Thou art to give thyself to the meditation and study of the 
Scriptures, to administer thy office conformably to the Word of 
God, and to show thyself and thy household a pattern to others 
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jn piety and godliness, giving no offense in anything. that the 
ministry be not blamed. 


Thus says St. Paul: 

“This is a true saying, If a man desireth the office of 
a bishop, he desireth a good work. A bishop, then, must be 
blameless, the husband of one wife, vigilant, sober, of good be- 
havior, given to hospitality, apt to teach, not given to wine, 
no striker, not greedy of filthy lucre, but patient, not a brawler, 
not covetous, one that ruleth well his own house, having his 
children in subjection with all gravity; not a novice, lest, being 
puffed up with pride, he fall into the condemnation of the devil. 
Moreover, he must have a good report of them which are with- 
out, lest he fall into reproach and the snare of the devil.” 
(1 Tim. 3, 1—7.) 

*Preach the Word; be instant in season, out of season; re- 
prove, rebuke, exhort with al! long-suffering and doctrine. Watch 
thou in all things, endure affliction, do the work of an evan- 
gelist, make full proof of thy ministry.” (2 Tim. 4, 2. 5.) 

“Be thou an example of the believers in word, in conver- 
sation, in charity, in spirit, in faith, in purity. Till I come, 
give attendance to reading, to exhortation, to doctrine. Neglect 
not the gift that is in thee, which was given thee by prophecy, 
with the laying on of the hands of the presbytery. Meditate 
upon these things; give thyself wholly to them, that thy profiting 
may appear to all. 'Take heed unto thyself and unto the doc- 
irine; continue in them; for in doing this thou shalt both save 
thyself, and them that hear thee." (1 Tim. 4, 12—16.) 

I ask thee, therefore, dear Brother, in the presence of God 
and this Congregation: 

Art thou willing and ready to take upon thee the charge of 
this Congregation, and to perform faithfully all the duties of 
thy ministry? 

Answer: I am. 

Wilt thou preach and teach the pure Word of God in ac- 
cordance with the Confessions of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, and adorn the doctrine of our Savior by a godly and 
holy life? 

Answer: Yes, with the help of God. 
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Then may the Offictating Minister say to the Congregation: 

Dearly Beloved: Ye have heard the solemn promise given 
by him whom ye have called to be your pastor. 

I admonish and charge you, therefore, on your part to re- 
ceive him in this character and office, and to be ever mindful 
of what the Word of God demands of you as members of 
his flock. 

Attend with all diligence the preaching of the Word, re- 
ceiving it, not as the word of man, but, as it is in truth, the 
Word of God: 

Heed his admonition, receiving with meekness the engrafted 
Word, which is able to save your souls. 

Aid bim by your influence in instructing the young, re- 
membering the exhortation to bring up your children in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord. 

Honor and love him, as St. Paul says: “Know them which 
labor among you, and are over you in the Lord, and admonish 
you; and esteem them very highly in love for their work’s sake.” 

Pray for him without ceasing, that in his labors and anxieties 
he may retain a cheerful spirit, and his ministry among you 
may be abundantly blessed. 

Provide also for his temporal wants; for the Lord says: 
“The laborer is worthy of his hire"; and St. Paul says: “Let 
him that is taught in the Word communicate unto him that 
teacheth in all good things.” 

Finally, remember the words of the Apostle: “Obey them 
that have the rule over you, and submit yourselves; for they 
watch for your souls as they that must give account, that they 
may do it with joy, and not with grief; for that is unprofitable 
for you.” í 

[I now ask you: 

Are ye willing to receive your Pastor as a minister of God, 
and to show towards him such love, honor, and fit obedience in 
the Lord as are due to an overseer and guide placed over you 
by the Lord Jesus Christ, the Chief Shepherd and Bishop 
of souls? 


Then shall the members of the Church Council [and the Congregation} say: 
We are.] 
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The Pastor-elect then kneels.. The assisting Ministers lay their right hands on 
his head, and the Officiating Minister says: 


Dear Brother: On the ground of thy call, I now, in ac- 
cordance with the usages of the Church, install thee as Pastor 
of this Congregation, in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost, charging thee to be diligent and 
faithful in the performance of thy duties, as thou shalt give 
account of thy stewardship in the day of Christ’s appearing. 

“Now the God of peace, that brought again from the dead 
our Lord Jesus, that great Shepherd of the sheep, through the 
blood of the everlasting covenant, make thce perfect in every 
good work to do His will, working in thee that which is pleasing 
in His sight; through Jesus Christ, to whom be glory forever 
and ever.” Amen. 


Then the assisting Ministers may, in turn, say similar benedictions: 

(Z. g., Josh. 1, 7. 8; Ps. 20, 1. 2; Ps. 27, 1. 14; Ps. 84, 
7. 8; Ie. 52, 7; Dan. 12, 3; 2 Cor. 2, 14—16; 2 Cor. 4, 6. 7; 
1 Tim. 4, 6. 7; 2 Tim. 1, 13. 14.) 

Then the Officiating Minister, turning to the newly installed Pastor and taking 
hie right hand, shall say: 

Go, then, and feed the flock of Christ which is entrusted to 
thee, taking the oversight thereof, not by constraint, but will- 
ingly; not for filthy lucre, but of a ready mind; neither as 
being lord over God's heritage, but being an ensample to the 
flock. And when the Chief Shepherd shall appear, thou shalt 
receive a crown of glory that fadeth not away. The Lord bless 
thee from on high, and make thee a blessing unto many, that 
thou mayest bring forth fruit, and that thy fruit may remain 
unto eternal life. Amen.

O Lord Jesus Christ, eternal and only Son of God, who 
sittest at the right hand of the Father, and givest gifts unto 
men, sending forth pastors and teachers for the work of the 
ministry and the building up of Thy spiritual body, the Church: 
we thank and praise Thee that Thou hast [again] provided this 
flock with a faithful shepherd; and we pray Thee, grant to both 
pastor and people Thy heavenly grace, that they may do what 
is well-pleasing in Thy sight, holding faith and a good con- 
science, and finally, with ell the elect, obtain everlasting life. 
Amen.

Praise and adoration be unto Thee, almighty and everlasting 
God, the Father of mercies, that Thou hast established Thy 
Church on earth, that from it should go forth salvation to the 
souls of men to the end of days. And as Thou hast sent another 
laborer into this Thy harvest-field, we beseech Thee, mercifully 
replenish him with the gifts requisite for the faithful and suc- 
cessful fulfilment of his sacred office. Keep him from becoming 
an offense by his own shortcomings, from falling a prey to 
calumny and evil speaking, and from whatever might hinder his 
ministry. Support him with power from on high, and crown 
his efforts with Thy blessing. And when at length his work on 
earth is done, may he as a faithful servant enter into the joy of 
his Lord. We pray Thee also to bless this Congregation, the 
officers and all the members. Preserve Thine altar perpetually 
in the midst of them, and ever keep alive upon it Thy holy fire. 
May Thy Word and Sacraments be continued unto them in their 
purity, and the peaceful kingdom of Thy Son prosper among 
them, that all who worship Thee in this place may in the end 
find their names written in the Book of Life. O Thou God of 
peace, sanctify us wholly, that our whole spirit and soul and 
body may be preserved blameless unto the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Amen. 

Then the Offctating Minister, and the other Ministers with him, laying on 
hands, shall say: 

Our Father, who art in heaven; Hallowed be Thy name; 
Thy kingdom come; Thy wil be done on earth as it is in 
heaven; Give us this day our daily bread; And forgive us our 
trespasses, as we forgive those who trespass against us; And 
lead us not into temptation; But deliver us from evil; For 
Thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the glory, forever 
and ever. Amen. 


Then may follow a Hymn of Praise, or the Doaology, and the newly installed 
Pastor shall close the service with the Benedtotion. 
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XIII. The 3ustallatint nf a Teacher. 


Dear Brother: Evangelical Lutheran —— at a regular 
meeting, asking for God's guidance and acting in His fear, hath 
duly elected and called thee to be a teacher in our school. 

Whereas, then, by divine guidance, thou hast recognized in 
this call the voice of God, and art about to enter upon the duties 
of thy important office, for the faithful performance whereof thou 
wilt be held accountable to God, I ask thee, in the presence of 
God and of this Congregation: 

Dost thou promise to discharge faithfully all the duties of 
thine office, according to the ability which God giveth? 

Answer: I do so promise, with the help of God. 


Then the Minister, taking the Teacher by the hand, shall say: 

In testimony of thy sincere intent in making this thy promise, 
give me thy right hand. 

Go, then, and faithfully perform thy work among the lambs 
of Christ, the children of His Church, committed to thy care. 
Assist me, the minister of the Word and shepherd of the whole 
flock, in feeding them with the Word and the sound doctrine. 
Assist the parents in bringing up their children in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord. Take heed that thou dost so, not 
by constraint, but willingly; not for filthy lucre, but of a ready 
mind; not as being desirous of vainglory, but in simplicity of 
heart, seeking only the glory of God, and being an ensample both 
to the children. and to the whole Congregation. And when the 
Chief Shepherd shall appear, thou shalt receive a crown of glory 
that fadeth not away. The Lord bless thee from on high, and 
make thee a blessing both to the school and to the Church, that 
thou mayest bring forth much fruit, and that thy fruit’ may 
remain unto eternal life. Amen. 


Then may the Minister say to the Congregation: 

Dearly Beloved: I heartily admonish you all through Jesus 
Christ, who has graciously given this teacher to our school, that 
you would look upon him and honor him .as one sent by the 
Lord, faithfully assist him in the performance of his duties, and 
therefore send your children to school with laudable regularity, 
teach them to respect and obey their teacher, and diligently aid 
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him in the Christian training of the children. Do this for the 
sake of God, that His name may be glorified in our school by 
our children; for the sake of the children, that through the 
labors of our teacher they may be brought up in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord: to the praise of the gracious God, to 
your joy, and to their own temporal and eternal welfare. 


Then may the Minister say to the children: 

May Jesus, your Good Shepherd, give to you, dear chil- 
dren, pious and dutiful hearts to obey willingly your dear teacher, 
to profit diligently by his instructions, especially in the saving 
Word of God, and not to resist the discipline he imposes in 
God's name, so that your teacher's labors among you may be- 
come an everlasting blessing to you, and the Good Shepherd's 
promise for His lambs be fulfilled in you: “I give unto them 
elernal life." Amen. 

To the end that the gracious God may crown the labors of 
this our teacher with His blessing, 

Let us pray: 

Almighty God, Thou everlasting Fountain of all wisdom, 
who hast established among us a Christian school, and wouldst 
have all pure arts and useful knowledge to be consecrated to 
Thy service, we bless and magnify Thy holy name and, give 
thanks to Thee for Thy great goodness. And we beseech Thee, 
vouchsafe unto us the continuance of Thy blessing, that Thy 
Word may dwell richly in us and our children, and Thy name 
be glorified among us. Grant unto this Thy servant Thy Holy 
Spirit, and adorn him with wisdom and power from on high, 
that he may lead our little ones to Thee, and in the face of 
numerous discouragements wait faithfully on his arduous calling. 
Dispose our children to godliness and obedience, and let them so 
profit by instruction in Thy holy Word that they may be pre- 
served from all ungodliness, serve Thee all their days, and finally 
obtain eternal life. Stir up the hearts of all parents and mem- 
bers of this church to regard their teacher as one sent by Thee, 
to aid him in the Christian training of their children, and to 
pray and labor for the welfare of our school. And do Thou 
continue to build Thy kingdom both here and elsewhere to the 
end of days. Hear us, for the sake of Jesus Christ, Thy Son, 
our Lord. Amen. 
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XIV. The Justallation of a Church Conncil. 


After the General Prayer the Minister shal announce the names of the newly 
elected members, who shall then present themselves before the altar; where- 
upon the Minister shall say: 


Dear Brethren: You have been elected, in a reguler meeting 
of this Congregation, as members of the Church Council. 

Then the Minister may state the dutice of their office as set forth in the con- 
stitution of the Congregation, or in the words following: 

[As such, you are to be associated with me, the appointed 
Minister of the Word, in the work of upbuilding the kingdom of 
God among us. 

You are to see that the services of God’s house be held regu- 
larly and conducted decently and in order; that the Gospel be 
preached in its purity, in accordance with the sound Lutheran 
faith; that the necessary provisions be made for the instruction 
of the young; and that Christian discipline be maintained. 

You are to administer the temporal affairs of the Congre- 
gation, keep its property in good repair, and provide for the 
Pastor’s support and for all other necessary expenses. 

You are to assist the Pastor in the care of the sick and the 
needy, in the cultivation of peace, harmony, and love among the 
members, in the promotion of the general welfare of the Congre- 
gation, and in the furtherance of Christ’s kingdom at home and 
abroad. 

You are also, as servants of Christ and officers of His 
Church, to set your own households and the whole Congregation 
the example of a devout Christian life.] 

In order, then, that the Congregation may be assured of your 
willingness to serve, I ask you, in the presence of God and this 
Congregation: . 

Will you diligently and faithfully perform the duties of your 
office in conformity with the ordinances of God, the confessions 
of our Church, and the constitution of this Congregation, ac- 
cording to the ability which God giveth? 

Answer: Yes, with the help of God. 


Then the Minister, taking each of the Officers by the hand, shall say: 
Whereas you have made this solemn promise, I herewith com- 
mit to you the exercise of this office to which you have been elected 
(as our President, etc.). I charge you, in the name of the Lord 
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Jesus Christ, and in the name of the Church of which He is the 
Head, that you give all diligence to perform your manifold duties 
with untiring faithfulness and contant solicitude, as you- will 
desire to have done when you shall be called to give an account of 
your stewardship. Make the Word of God your guide, and search 
it daily for instruction. And to the end that your ministrations 
may serve for the glory of God, the best interests of the Con- 
gregation, and your own great joy, may God, without whom we 
can do nothing, plentifully endow you with His grace and bless 
abundantly all your faithful labors. 

Or: ‘ 

I wish you the blessing and guidance of God in the exercise 
of your office. May the Lord direct and assist you by His Holy 
Spirit; may He counsel and strengthen you in all your under- 
takings, and encourage you to labor diligently for the prosperity 
of His Church and Congregation, and to fulfil with fidelity your 
respective duties. And be assured that He who is faithful and 
just to reward those who serve Him with uprightness and fidelity, 
will bless your labors and grant you, in time and eternity, a rec- 
ompense according to His great goodness. 

Let us pray: 

O most merciful and gracious God, who art an ever-present 
witness of all our promises and vows, we beseech Thee, for Jesus 
Christ’s sake, send down Thy Holy Spirit upon these Thy servants, 
that they may discharge their duties with diligence, steadfastness, 
boldness, and wisdom. Grant them, in particular, the spirit of 
devotion and prayer, that in every time of need they may by prayer 
and supplication make their requests for the Church known to 
Thee, and in this house lift up holy hands without wrath and 
doubting. Enable them in all things to show themselves patterns 
of good works, that by their lives they may edify Thy congregation, 
and that the enemies of Thy Church may find in them no ground 
for cavil. Set them for a blessing to Thy believers; keep them in 
sincere harmony with their pastor; and grant that also by their 
service the unity of this Congregation may be strengthened, that 
Thy name may be hallowed, Thy kingdom enlarged, and Thy will 
done; through Jesus Christ, Thy Son, our Lord. Amen. 

Go, then, dear Brethren, as ye have been called. Be stead- 
fast and unmovable, always abounding in the work of the Lord, 
forasmuch as ye know that your labor is not in vain in the Lord. 
Depart in peace. 


LAYING THE CORNER-STONE OF A CHURCH. 391 


The Minister now turns to those who are going out of office, saying: 
We herewith take occasion, in the name of the Congrega- 
tion, to tender our hearty thanks to those brethren who in the 
past [year] have served as members of the Church Council. 
May the Lord, our God, graciously reward them for their ser- 
vices done for His glory and in the interest of His Church! 
The service shall then be closed in the usual way. 


XV. Laying the Corner-Stone of a Church. 


When the Corner-atone of a church ts to be laid, an appropriate service shall 
be held at the place where the edifice is to be built. 


A Hymn shall be sung, and a Pealm (e. O., 46; 111; 118) may be eaid respon- 
eively, «ith Gloria Patri. 


Then shall the Minister say: 


Let us pray: 

Almighty and everlesting God, who art always more ready 
to hear than we are to pray, and art wont to give more than 
either we desire or deserve: grant us, we beseech Thee, the ful- 
ness of Thy mercy. Prosper and bless the work which we are 
here undertaking, that, by Thy favor, it may promote Thy glory 
and the salvation of many souls; through Jesus Christ, our 
Lord. Amen. 

Then shall be read the Lesson, e. g., Gen. 28, 10—88; Ps. 8j; 87; 122; Matt. 16, 
195—19; Eph. 2, 19—22; 1 Cor. 3, 9—83. 
Then may be sung a Hymn. 
If there be an Address, it shall now be made, 
Then may be sung another Hymn. 


A Met of the contents of the boe which is to be deposited in the corner-stone 
is here read, and the bos placed in the stone. The contente of the bos may 
embrace: 

The constitution and history of the Congregation, a Oatechism, a Hyma-book, 
a Met containing the names of the church officers, the pastor, the teacher, the 
building committee, the builder, etc.; moreover, eynodical reports and other 
Ohurch publoations; also the names of the President, the Governor of the 
State, the Mayor of the city at the time; and, lastly, newspapers of the oity 
or State, ete. 

Then, the stone having been adjusted by the builder, the Minister, taking in 
hand a hammer or trowel, strikes the stone three times in the name of the 
Trintty, saying: 


Our help is in the name of the Lord, who made heaven 
and earth. i 

Except the Lord build the house, they labor in vain that 
build it. 
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I lay the corner-stone of an edifice to be here erected under 
the name of Church, and devoted to the worship of the one 
and only living and true God, the proclamation of His Gospel, 
and the ministry of His holy Sacraments in the name * of the 
Father, * and of the Son, * and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

The stone which the builders rejected is become the head 
of the corner. 

Other foundation can no man lay than that is laid, which 
is Jesus Christ, true God and man, blessed forever. 

Glory be to the Father, and to the Son, and to the Holy 
Ghost: as it was in the beginning, is now, and ever shall be, 
world without end. Amen. 


Then shall the Minister say: 

Let us now unite in the confession of our holy Chris- 
tian faith: 

I believe in God the Father Almighty, Maker of heaven 
and earth. 

And in Jesus Christ, His only Son, our Lord; Who was 
conceived by the Holy Ghost; Born of the Virgin Mary; Suf- 
fered under Pontius Pilate; Was crucified, dead, and buried; 
He descended into hell; 'The third day He rose again from the 
dead; He ascended into heaven; And sitteth on the right hand 
of God the Father Almighty; From thence He shall come to 
judge the quick and the dead. 

I believe in the Holy Ghost; The holy Christian Church, 
the communion of saints; The forgiveness of sins; The resur- 
rection of the body; And the life everlasting.

Then shall the Minister say:

Then the Minister, with the Congregation, may go in procession to the door 
of the church, bearing the Bible and sacred vessels, and singing a Proces- 
stonal Hymn. ` 


Then tho Minister may say: 

Let us pray: 

O eternal God, who dwellest in the high and holy place 
and with him also that is of a contrite and humble spirit, we 
beseech Thee, graciously look upon us and let us enter this 
Thy house with Thy blessing, through Jesus Christ, Thy Son, 
our Lord. Amen. 

Then shall the keys de handed to the Minister by the builder or by one of the 
trustees of the churoh, and the Minister shall say: 

Our, help is in the name of the Lord, who made heaven 
and earth. ^ ` : 

Whereas, by the grace of God, we are permitted this day 
io dedicate this house of God, I herewith open the gates of 
this house for the preaching of the saving Word of God in 
accordance with the Confessions of our Church, for the adminis- 
tration and use of the holy Sacraments according to the insti- 
tution of our Lord Jesus Christ, and for offering to God's glo- 
rious Majesty the sacrifice of prayer and thanksgiving: in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
Amen. 


Then, the door having been uniooked by the Minister and opened by a member 
of the Church Council, may be said responsively Ps. EI, 100, or 122; or the 
Minister may say:

Church. 


Then may the Minister, with the Congregation, go in procession to the door 
of the Schoolhouse. 


Then shall the builder or one of the Trustees of the Ohuroh hand the keys to 
the Minister to unlock the door. While a member of the Ohuroh Council opens 
the door, the Minister shall say: 


In the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost we open the gates of this house, that it may henceforth be 
the School of —— Evangelical Lutheran Church and a nursery 
of our God for our children. May God cause His blessing to rest 
on this house, to His glory, through Jesus Christ, our Lord. 
Amen. 
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Then, the Congregation being assembled in the Schoolhouse, an appropriate 
Hymn may be sung. 
Then the Minister may say: 

Whereas, according to St. Paul, all things are sanctified by 
the Word of God and prayer, let us hear a portion of Holy Writ, 
as we find it recorded (e.g., Deut. 9, 1—9; 1 Sam. 3, 1—10; 
Ps. 8; Matt. 21, 10—16; Mark 10, 13—16; Luke 2, 42—52; 
19, 1—10). 


Let us pray: 

O almighty, everlasting God, who hast granted us grace to 
erect this house to Thy praise, that out of the mouth of babes 
Thou mightest ordain strength: we dedicate unto Thee that which 
is Thine own, that it may be consecrated to Thy name.

The new organ, which of His fatherly goodness He 
hath given us, is this day for the first time to peal forth in 
harmonious strains for our worship. ‘Therefore we will give Him 
thanks, and set apart this His precious gift to His continual ser- 
vice, even as He hath taught us in His holy Word that it is 
sanctified by the Word of God and prayer.

A simpler form of dedication would be to use the new organ from the begin- 
ning of the service, to substitute an organ collect (No. 1, above) for the regular 
collect, to read the Scripture-lessons above given, and to use the longer prayer 
after the sermon, alone or together with other prayers.

The Form gwen below may be used in place of, or together with, the Prayer 
after the Sermon in a regular service. 

The following Scriptures may be used as Lessons: Num. 10, 1—10; Ps. 100. The 

Sermon should have reference to the significance of bells in ecolesiastical usage. 

As teats may be used, e. g., Num. 10,2; Ps, 115, 6—8; Matt. 28,4; 1 Cor. 18, I. 


The Minister may say: 

Beloved i in the Lord: To the glory of God and for the use 
of the Congregation we have placed a new bell in the tower of 
this church. It is to be used for proclaiming the praise of the 
Lord, for summoning the Congregation to the house of God, and 
for inviting us to prayer. Before using it, let ue call upon the 
Lord, and beseech Him to bless its use for His service unto 
His glory.

Then may be delivered a suitable Address.

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The History of the Passion and Beath of Our Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ. 


According to the Four Evangelists. 


First Lesson. 


And when they had sung an hymn, Jesus came out, and went 
forth, as He was wont, over the brook Cedron into the Mount of 
Olives; and His disciples also followed Him. Then saith Jesus 
unto them, All ye shall be offended because of Me this night, for 
it is written, I will smite the Shepherd, and the sheep of the flock 
shall be scattered abroad. But after I am risen again, I will go 
before you into Galilee. But Peter answered and said unto Him, 
Though all shall be offended because of Thee, yet will I never be 
offended. And Jesus saith unto him, Verily I say unto thee, That 
this day, even in this night, before the cock crow twice, thou shalt 
deny Me thrice. But he spake the more vehemently, If I should 
die with Thee, I will not deny Thee in any wise. Likewise also 
said all the disciples. 

Then cometh Jesus with them unto a place called Gethsemane, 
where was a garden, into the which He entered and His disciples. 
And Judas also, which betrayed Him, knew the place; for Jesus 
ofttimes resorted thither with His disciples. Then said Jesus 
unto the disciples, Sit ye here, while I go and pray yonder. 

And He took with Him Peter, James, and John, the two 
sons of Zebedee, and began to be sore amazed, and sorrowful, and 
very heavy. Then said He unto them, My soul is exceeding 
sorrowful, even unto death; tarry ye here, and watch with Me, 
and pray, that ye enter not into temptation. And He was with- 
drawn from them about a stone’s cast, and kneeled down, and fell 
on His face on the ground and prayed that, if it were possible, the 
hour might pass from Him; and He said, Abba, Father, all things 
are possible unto Thee; take away this cup from Me; nevertheless 
not what I will, but what Thou wilt. And He cometh unto His 
disciples and findeth them asleep, and saith unto Peter, Simon, 
sleepest thou? Couldest not thou watch with Me one hour? 
Watch ye and pray, that ye enter not into temptation; the spirit, 
indeed, is willing, but the flesh is weak. He went away again the 
second time and prayed, saying, O My Father, if this cup may not 
pass away from Me except I drink it, Thy will be done. And 
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when He returned, He found them asleep again, (for their eyes 
were heavy,) neither wist they what to answer Him. And He 
left them, and went away again and prayed the third time the 
same words, saying, Father, if Thou be willing, remove this cup 
from Me; nevertheless, not My will, but Thine, be done. 

And there appeared an angel unto Him from heaven strength- 
ening Him. And being in an agony, He prayed more earnestly; 
and His sweat was as it were great drops of blood falling down to 
the ground. 

And when He rose up from prayer, and was come to His 
disciples, He found them sleeping for sorrow, and said unto them, 
Sleep on now, and take your rest! Why sleep ye? It is enough; 
behold, the hour is at hand, and the Son of Man is betrayed into 
the hands of sinners. Rise up, and let us be going; behold, he 
is at hand that doth betray Me. Pray, however, lest.ye enter into 
temptation. 

SEcoxp Lesson. 

And immediately, while He yet spake, lo, Judas, one of the 
Twelve, having received a band of men and officers from the chief 
priests and Pharisees, and the scribes and the elders of the people, 
went before the multitude; and they came thither with lanterns 
and torches, with swords and staves. Now he that betrayed Him 
had given them a sign, saying, Whomsoever I shall kiss, that same 
is He; take Him, hold Him fast, and lead Him away safely. 
Jesus, therefore, knowing all things that should come upon Him, 
went forth and said unto them, Whom seek ye? They answered 
Him, Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus said unto them, I am He. And 
Judas also, which betrayed Him, stood with them. As soon, then, 
as He hed said unto them, I am He, they went backward, and fell 
to the ground. Then asked He them again, Whom seek ye? And 
they said, Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus answered, I have told you that 
I am He: if, therefore, ye seek Me, let these go their way: that 
the saying might be fulfilled which He spake, Of them which 
Thou gavest Me have I lost none. 

And Judas drew near unto Jesus to kiss Him, and he 
goeth straightway to Him and saith, Hail, Master; and kissed 
Him. And Jesus said unto him, Friend, wherefore art thou 
come? Judas, betrayest thou the Son of Man with a kiss? 
Then came they and laid hands on Jesus, and took Him. When 
they which were about Him saw what would follow, they said 
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unto Him, Lord, shall we smite with the sword? Then Simon 
Peter, having a sword, drew it, and smote the high priest’s ser- 
vant, and cut off his right ear. The servant's name was Malchus. 
Then said Jesus unto Peter, Put up thy sword into the sheath; 
for all they that take the sword shall perish with the sword. 
Thinkest thou that I cannot now pray to My Father, and He 
shall presently give Me more than twelve legions of angels? The 
cup which My Father hath given Me, shall I not drink it? 
But how, then, shall the Scriptures be fulfilled that thus it 
must be? Suffer ye thus far. And He touched his ear, and 
healed him. 

In that same hour said Jesus to the multitudes, the chief 
priests, and captains of the Temple and the elders, which were 
come to Him, Are ye come out as against a thief with swords 
and staves for to take Me? I was daily with you teaching in 
the Temple, and ye stretched forth no hands against Me; but 
this is your hour and the power of darkness, for the Scriptures 
must be fulfilled. But all this was done that the Scriptures of 
the prophets might be fulfilled. 

Then all the disciples forsook Him and fled. And there 
followed Him a certain young man, having a linen cloth cast 
about his naked body; and the young men laid hold on bim; 
and he left the linen cloth, and fled from them naked. 


THIRD Lesson. 


Then the band and the captain and officers of the Jews 
took Jesus, and bound Him, and led Him away to Annas first; 
for he was father-in-law to Caiaphas, which was the high priest 
that same year. Now Caiaphas was he which gave counsel to 
the Jews that it was expedient that one man should die for the 
people. And then they led Him away to Caiaphas, the high 
priest, where all the chief priests and the scribes and the elders 
were assembled. 

And Simon Peter followed Jesus afar off unto the high 
priest’s palace, and so did another disciple; that disciple was 
known unto the high priest, and went in with Jesus into the 
palace of the high priest. But Peter stood at the door without. 
Then went out that other disciple which was known unto the 
high priest, and spake unto her that kept the door, and brought 
in Peter. And the servants and officers stood there, who had 
made a fire of coals, for it was cold; and they warmed them- 
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selves, and Peter stood with them, and warmed himself, to see 
the end. Then one of the maids of the high priest, the damsel 
that kept the door, when she saw Peter as he sat by the fire 
warming himself, earnestly looked upon him and said, And thou 
also wast with Jesus of Nazareth. Art not thou also one of 
this man’s disciples? But he denied before them all, saying, 
Woman, I know Him not, neither understand I what thou sayest. 

The high priest then asked Jesus of His disciples and of 
His doctrine. Jesus answered him, I spake openly to the world; 
I ever taught in the synagog and in the Temple, whither the 
Jews always resort; and in secret have I said nothing. Why. 
askest thou Me? Ask them which heard Me, what I have said 
unto them; behold, they know what I said. And when He had 
thus spoken, one of the officers which stood by struck Jesus with 
the palm of his hand, saying, Answerest Thou the high priest so? 
Jesus answered him, If I have spoken evil, bear witness of the 
evil; but.if well why smitest thou Me? Now Annas had sent 
Him bound unto Caiaphas, the high priest. 


FounTR Lesson. 


And Simon Peter stood and warmed himself. And after 
2 little while (after the first denial), as he went out into the 
porch, the cock crew. And another maid saw him, and began 
to say to them that stood by, This fellow was also with Jesus 
of Nazareth. They said, therefore, unto him, Art not thou also 
one of His disciples? And another said, Thou art also of them. 
And again he denied it with an oath, saying, Man, I am not; 
I do not know the man. And after a little while, about the 
space of one hour, another confidently affirmed, saying, Of a truth 
this fellow also was with Him; for he is a Galilean. Then came 
they that stood by and said to Peter, Surely thou art one of 
them, for thou art a Galilean, and thy speech agreeth thereto 
and bewrayeth thee. One of the servants of the high priest, being 
his kinsman, whose ear Peter cut off, saith, Did not I ste thee 
in the garden with Him? Then began he to curse and to swear, 
saying, I know not this man of whom ye speak. And imme- 
diately, as he yet spake, the cock crew the second time. And the 
Lord turned, and looked upon ‘Peter. And Peter remembered 
the word that Jesus said unto him, Before the cock crow twice, 
thou shalt deny Me thrice. And he went out and wept bitterly. 
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Now the chief priests and elders and all the council sought 
false witness against Jesus to put Him to death, but found none; 
yea, though many false witnesses came, yet found they none, for 
their witness agreed not together. At the last there arose and 
came two false witnesses, and bare false witness against Him, 
the one saying, This fellow said, I am able to destroy the Temple 
of God, and to build it in three days; and the other, We heard 
Him say, I will destroy this Temple that is made with hands, 
and within three days I will build another made without hands. 
But neither so did their witness agree together. 

And the high priest arose, and stood up in the 1058 aud 
asked Jesus, saying, Answerest Thou nothing? What is it which 
these witness against Thee? But Jesus held His peace and an- 
swered nothing. Again the high priest asked IIim, and said 
unto IIim, Art Thou the Christ, the Son of the Blessed? I ad- 
jure Thee by the living God that Thou tell us whether Thou be 
the Christ, the Son of God. Jesus saith unto him, Thou hast 
said: I am. Nevertheless I say unto you, Hereafter shall ye 
see the Son of Man sitting on the right hand of power, and 
coming in the clouds of heaven. Then the high priest rent his 
clothes, saying, He hath spoken blasphemy; what further need 
have we of witnesses? Behold, now ye have heard Ilis blas- 
phemy. What think ye? And they all condemned Him, answered 
and said, He is guilty of death. 

And the men that held Jesus mocked Him, and some began 
to spit in His face and to buffet Him; and others, when they 
had blindfolded Him, struck Him on the face with the palms of 
their hands, especially the servants. And they asked Him, saying, 
Prophesy unto us, Thou. Christ, Who is he that smote Thee? 
And many other things blasphemously spake they against Him. 

And as soon as it was day, all the chief priests and the 
elders of the people and the scribes came together, and took 
counsel against Jesus to put Him to death. And they led Him 
into their council, saying, Art Thou the Christ? Tell us. And 
He said unto them, If I tell you, ye will not believe; and if 
I also ask you, ye will not answer Me, nor let Me go. Here- 
after shall the Son of Man sit on the right hand of the power 
of God. Then said they all, Art Thou, then, the Son of God? 
And He said unto them, Ye say that I am. And they said, 
What need we ary further witness? for we ourselves have heard 
of His own mouth. 
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Firtu Lesson. 


And the whole multitude of them arose, and bound Jesus, 
and led Him away from Caiaphas unto the Hall of Judgment, 
and delivered Him to Pontius Pilate, the governor; and it 
was early. 

Then Judas, which had betrayed Him, when he saw that 
He was condemned, repented himself, and brought again the 
thirty pieces of silver to the chief priests and elders, saying, 
I have sinned in that I have betrayed the innocent blood. And 
they said, What is that to us? See thou to that. And he cast 
down the pieces of silver in the Temple, and departed, and went 
and hanged himself, and burst asunder in the midst, and all 
his bowels gushed out. 

And the chief priests took the silver pieces, and seid, It is 
not lawful for to put them into the treasury, because it is the 
price of blood. And they took counsel and bought with them 
the potter's field to bury strangers in. And it was known unto 
all the dwellers at Jerusalem, insomuch as thet field is called 
in their proper tongue Aceldama, that is to say, The field of 
blood. Then was fulfilled that which was spoken by Jeremy the 
prophet, saying, And they took the thirty pieces of silver, whom 
they of the children of Israel did value, and gave them for 
the potter’s field, as the Lord appointed me. 

And the Jews themselves went not into the judgment-hall, 
lest they should be defiled, but that they might eat the passover. 
Pilate then went out unto them and said, What accusation bring 
ye against this man? They answered and said unto him, If 
He were not a malefactor, we would not have delivered Him up 
unto thee. Then said Pilate unto them, Take ye Him, and 
judge Him according to your law. The Jews, therefore, said 
unto him, It is not lawful for us to put any man to death; 
that the saying of Jesus might be fulfilled which He spake, 
signifying what death He should die. 

And they, the chief priests and elders, began to accuse Him 
of many things, saying, We found this fellow perverting the 
nation, and forbidding to give. tribute to Caesar, saying that 
He Himself is Christ, a king. Then Pilate entered into the 
judgment-hall again, and called Jesus, and said unto Him, Art 
Thou the king of the Jews? And Jesus stood before him and 
answered, Sayest thou this thing of thyself, or did others tell 
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it thee of Me? Pilate answered, Am I a Jew? Thine own 
nation and the chief priests have delivered Thee unto me: what 
hast Thou done? Jesus answered, My kingdom is not of this 
world; if My kingdom were of this world, then would My ser- 
vants fight that I should not be delivered to the Jews; but 
now is My kingdom not from hence. Pilate, therefore, said 
unto Him, Art Thou a king, then? Jesus answered, Thou sayest 
that I am a king. To this end was I born, and for this cause 
came I into the world, that I should bear witness unto the truth. 
Every one that is of the truth heareth My voice. Pilate saith 
unto Him, What is truth? And when he had said this, he 
went out again unto the Jews and saith unto them, I find in 
Him no fault at all. And when He was accused of the chief 
priests and elders, He answered nothing. And Pilate asked Him 
again, saying, Answerest Thou nothing? Behold how many 
things they witness against Thee. Hearest Thou not? And He 
answered him to never a word, insomuch that the governor mar- 
veled greatly. f 
SrxtH Lesson. 

And they were the more fierce, saying, He stirreth up the 
people, teaching throughout all Jewry, beginning from Galilee 
to this place. 

When Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked whether the man 
were a Galilean. And as soon as he knew that He belonged ' 
unto Herod’s jurisdiction, he sent Him to Herod, who himself 
also was at Jerusalem at that time. And when Herod saw 
Jesus, he was exceeding glad; for he was desirous to see Him 
of a long season, because he had heard many things of Him; 
and he hoped to have seen some miracle done by Him. Then 
he questioned with Him in many words, but He answered him 
nothing. And the chief priests and scribes stood and vehemently 
accused Him. And Herod with his men of war set Him at 
naught, and mocked Him, and arrayed Him in a gorgeous robe, 
and sent Him again to Pilate. And the same day Pilate and 
Herod were made friends together; for before they were at 
enmity between themselves. 

And Pilate, when he had called together the chief priests 
and the rulers and the people, said unto them, Ye have brought 
this man unto me as one that perverteth the people; and, be- 
hold, I, having examined Him before you, have found no fault 
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in this man touching those things whereof ye accuse Him: no, 
nor yet Herod; for I sent you to him, and, lo, nothing worthy 
of death is done unto Him. I will, therefore, chastise Him, 
and release Him. Now at that feast the governor must of neces- 
sity release unto the people a prisoner, whomsoever they desired. 
And they had then a notable prisoner, called Barabbas, which 
lay bound with them that had made insurrection with him, who 
had committed murder in a certain sedition made in the city. 
And the multitude, crying aloud, began to desire Pilate to do 
as he had ever done unto them. ‘Therefore, when they were 
gathered together, Pilate said unto them, Ye have a custom that 
I should release unto you one at the Passover. Whom will ye 
that I release unto you, Barabbas, or Jesus, which is called 
Christ, the King of the Jews? For he knew that the chief 
priests had delivered Him for envy. 

When he was set down on the judgment-seat, his wife sent 
unto him, saying, Have thou nothing to do with that just man; 
for I have suffered many things this day in a dream because 
of Him. 

But the chief priests and elders persuaded and moved the 
people that they should ask Barabbas and destroy Jesus; and 
they cried out all at once, saying, Away with this man, and 
release unto us Barabbas. Pilate, therefore, willing to release 
Jesus, spake again to them, What shall I do, then, with Jesus 
which is called Christ, the King of the Jews? And they cried 
out again, Crucify Him, crucify Him. ‘And he said unto them 
the third time, Why, what evil hath He done? I have found 
no cause of death in Him; I will, therefore, chastise Him, and 
let Him go. But they cried out the more, saying, Let Him 
be crucified. And the voices of them and of the chief priests 
prevailed. i

Then Pilate, therefore, took Jesus and scourged Him. And 
the soldiers of the governor led Him away into the common hall, 
called Praetorium; and they called together the whole band of 
soldiers. And they stripped Him and clothed Him with purple, 
putting on Him a scarlet robe. And when they had platted 
a crown of thorns, they put it upon His head and a reed in 
His right hand; and they bowed the knee before Him, and 
mocked Him, and began to salute Him, saying, Hail, King of 
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the Jews. And they smote Him with their hands, and they spit 
upon Him, and took the reed, and smote Him on the head, 
and, bowing their knees, worshiped Him. 

Pilate, therefore, went forth again, and said unto them, Be- 
hold, I bring Him forth unto you that ye may know that I find 
no fault in Him. Then came Jesus forth, wearing the crown of 
thorns and the purple robe. And Pilate saith unto them, Behold 
the man! When the chief priests, therefore, and officers saw Him, 
they cried out, saying, Crucify Him, crucify Him. Pilate said 
unto them, Take ye Him, and crucify Him; for I find no fault in 
Him. The Jews answered him, We have a law, and by our law 
He ought to die, because He made Himself the Son of God. 

When Pilate, therefore, heard that saying, he was the more 
afraid; and went again into the judgment-hall and said unto 
Jesus, Whence art Thou? But Jesus gave him no answer. Then 
saith Pilate unto Him, Speakest Thou not unto me? Knowest 
Thou not that I have power to crucify Thee, and have power to 
release Thee? Jesus answered, Thou couldest have no power at all 
against Me except it were given thee from above; therefore, he 
that delivered Me unto thee hath the greater sin. And from 
thenceforth Pilate sought to release Him; but the Jews cried out, 
saying, If thou let this man go, thou art not Caesar’s friend; who- 
soever maketh himself a king speaketh against Caesar. 

When Pilate, therefore, heard that saying, he brought Jesus 
forth, and sat down in the judgment-seat in a place that is called 
the Pavement, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was the prep- 
aration of the Passover, and about the sixth hour; and he said 
unto the Jews, Behold your King! But they cried, Away with 
Him, away with Him, crucify Him! Pilate said unto them, 
Shall I crucify your king? The chief priests answered, We have 
no king but Caesar. 

When Pilate saw that he could prevail nothing, but that rather 
a tumult was made, he was willing to content the people, and gave 
sentence that it should be as they required, and took water, and 
washed his hands before the multitude, saying, I am innocent of 
the blood of this just person; see ye to it. Then answered all the 
people and said, His blood be on us and on our children. 

Then released he Barabbas unto them, that for sedition and 
murder was cast into prison, whom they had desired; and when 
he had scourged Jesus, he delivered Him to their will to be 
crucified.

And the soldiers took Jesus, and took off the purple robe 
from Him, and put His own clothes on Him, and led Him away 
to crucify Him. And He did bear His cross. And as they came 
out, they found a man of Cyrene, who passed by, coming out of 
the country, Simon by name, the father of Alexander and Rufus; 
him they compelled to bear His cross, and on him they laid the 
cross, that he might bear it after Jesus. 

And there followed Him a great company of people and of 
women, which also bewailed and lamented Him. But Jesus, 
turning unto them, said, Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for 
Me, but weep for yourselves and for your children. For, behold, 
the days are coming in the which ye shall say, Blessed are the 
barren, and the wombs that never bare, and the paps which never 
gave suck. Then shall they begin to say to the mountains, Fall 
on us; and to the hills, Cover us. For if they do these things in 
a green tree, what shall be done in the dry? 

And there were aleo two others, malefactors, led with Him to 
be put to death. And they bring Him unto the place which is 
called in the Hebrew, Golgotha, which is, being interpreted, The 
place of a skull Then they gave Him vinegar (which is wine 
with myrrh) to drink, mingled with gall; and when He had tasted 
thereof, He would not drink. 

And when they were come to the place which is called Calvary, 
there they crucified Him, and two thieves with Him, the one on 
His right hand and the other on His left, and Jesus in the midst. 
And the scripture was fulfilled which saith, And He was numbered 
with the transgressors. And it was the third hour as they cruci- 
fied Him. : 
NiNTE Lesson. 


Then said Jesus, Father, forgive them, for they know not 
what they do. 

And Pilate wrote a title, the superscription of his accusation, 
and put it on the cross. And the writing was, JESUS OF 
NAZARETH, THE KING OF THE JEWS. This title then 
read many of the Jews; for the place where Jesus was crucified 
was nigh to the city: and it was written in Hebrew and Greek 
and Latin. 'Then said the chief priests of the Jews to Pilate, 
Write not, The King of the Jews, but that He said, I am King 
of the Jews. Pilate answered, What I have written I have written. 
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Then the soldiers, when they had crucified Jesus, took His 
garments, and made four parts, to every soldier a part; and also 
His coat. Now the coat was without seam, woven from the top 
throughout. They said, therefore, among themselves, Let us not 
rend it, but cast lots for it, whose it shall be: that the scripture 
might be fulfilled, which saith, They parted My raiment among 
them, and for My vesture they did cast lots. And sitting down 
they watched Him there. These things, therefore, the soldiers did, 
and the people stood beholding. 

Now, there stood by the cross of Jesus His mother, and His 
mother’s sister, Mary, the wife of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. 
When Jesus, therefore, saw His mother and the disciple standing 
by whom He loved, He saith unto His mother, Woman, behold 
thy son! Then saith He to the disciple, Behold thy mother! 
And from that hour that disciple took her unto his own home. 

And they that passed by reviled Him, railed on Him, wagging 
their heads, and saying, Ah, Thou that destroyest the Temple, 
and buildest it in three days, save Thyself. If Thou be the Son 
of God, come down from the cross. Likewise the chief priests, 
mocking Him, said among themselves with the scribes and elders, 
He saved others; Himself He cannot save. If He be Christ, the 
King of Israel, the Chosen of God, let Him come down from the 
cross, that we may see and believe. He trusted in God; let Him 
deliver Him now, if He will have Him; for He said, I am the 
Son of God. The thieves also which were crucified with Him 
-cast the same in His teeth, and reviled Him. And the soldiers also 
mocked Him, coming to Him, and offering Him vinegar, and 
‘saying, If Thou be the king of the Jews, save Thyself. 

And one of the malefactors which were hanged railed on Him, 
saying, If Thou be Christ, save Thyself and us. But the other, 
‘answering, rebuked him, saying, Dost not thou fear God, seeing 
thou art in the same condemnation? And we indeed justly; for 
we receive the due reward of our deeds; but this man hath done 
nothing amiss, And he said unto Jesus, Lord, remember me when 
‘Thou comest into Thy kingdom. And Jesus said unto him, Verily, 
I say unto thee, To-day shalt thou be with Me in paradise.

And it was about the sixth hour, and there was a darkness over 
all the earth until the ninth hour, and the sun was darkened. And 
about the ninth hour Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, Eli, 
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Eli, lama sabachthani? that is to say, My God, My God, why hast 
Thou forsaken Me? Some of them that stood there, when they 
heard that, said, This man calleth for Elias. After this, Jesus, 
knowing that all things were now accomplished, that the scripture 
might be fulfilled, saith, I thirst. Now there was set a vessel full 
of vinegar; and one ran and filled a sponge full of vinegar, and 
put it upon an hyssop, a reed, and put it to His mouth, and gave 
Him to drink, saying with the rest, Let alone; let us see whether 
Elias will come and take Him down. 

When Jesus, therefore, had received the vinegar, He said, It 
is finished; and when He had cried with a loud voice, He said, 
Father, into Thy hands I commend My spirit; and having said 
thus, He bowed His head, and gave up the ghost. 

And, behold, the veil of the Temple was rent in twain from 
the top to the bottom; and the earth did quake, and the rocks 
rent; and the graves were opened; and many bodies of the saints 
which slept arose, and came out of the graves after His resur- 
rection, and went into the Holy City, and appeared unto many. 

Now, when the centurion, which stood over against Him, and 
they that were with him, watching Jesus, saw that He so cried 
out, and gave up the ghost, and saw the earthquake, arid those 
things that were done, they feared greatly, and glorified God, 
saying, Certainly this was a righteous man and the Son of God. 
And all the people that came together to that sight, beholding 
the things which were done, smote their breasts and returned.

And all His acquaintance, and the women that followed Him 
from Galilee, stood afar off, beholding these things; among whom 
was Mary Magdalene, and Mary, the mother of James the Less 
and of Joses, and Salome, the mother of Zebedee’s children, (who 
also, when He was in Galilee, followed Him, and ministered unto 
Him;) and many other women which came up with Him unto 
Jerusalem. 

The Jews, therefore, because it was the preparation, that the 
bodies should not remain upon the cross on the Sabbath day, (for: 
that Sabbath day was a high day,) besought Pilate that their legs 
might be broken, and that they might be taken away. Then came 
the soldiers, and brake the legs of the first, and of the other which 
was crucified with Him. But when they came to Jesus, and saw 
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that He was dead already, they brake not His legs; but one of the 
soldiers with a spear pierced His side, and forthwith came there 
out blood and water. 

And he that saw it bare record, and his record is true; and 
he knoweth that he saith true, that ye might believe. For these 
things were done that the scripture should be fulfilled, A bone of 
Him shall not be broken. And again another scripture saith, They 
shall look on Him whom they pierced.

And now when the even was come, because it was the prep- 
aration, that is, the day before the Sabbath, a rich man of Ari- 
mathea, a city of the Jews, Joseph, a counselor, a good man and 
a just, (the same had not consented to the counsel and deed of 
them,) who also himself waited for the kingdom of God, and was 
a disciple of Jesus, but secretly for fear of the Jews: this man 
came and went in boldly unto Pilate, and besought him that he 
might take away the body of Jesus. 

And Pilate marveled if He were already dead; and calling 
unto him the centurion, he asked him whether He had been any 
while dead. And when he knew it of the centurion, he gave the 
body to Joseph, and commanded the body to be delivered. And 
Joseph bought fine linen. And there came also Nicodemus, 
(which at the first came to Jesus by night,) and brought a mix- 
ture of myrrh and aloes, about a hundred pound weight. Then 
took they the body of Jesus, and wrapped it in the clean linen 
cloth, and wound it in linen clothes with the spices, as the manner 
of the Jews is to bury. 

Now in the place where He was crucified there was a garden, 
and in the garden a new sepulcher, Joseph's own new tomb, which 
he had hewn out in the rock, wherein was never man yet laid. 
There laid they Jesus, therefore, because of the Jews’ preparation 
day; for the sepulcher was nigh at hand. And they rolled a great 
stone to the door of the sepulcher and departed. And there was 
Mary Magdalene, and the other Mary, the mother of Joses, sitting 
over against the sepulcher. And the women also which came with 
Him from Galilee followed after, and beheld the sepulcher, and 
how His body was laid. And they returned, and prepared spices 
and ointments; and rested the Sabbath day according to the 
commandment. 
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Now the next day, that followed the day of the preparation, 
the chief priests and Pharisees came together unto Pilate, saying, 
Sir, we remember that that deceiver said while He was yet alive, 
After three days I will rise again. Command, therefore, that the 
sepulcher be made sure until the third day, lest His disciples come 
by night, and steal Him away, and say unto the people, He is risen 
from the dead: so the last error shall be worse than the first. 
Pilate said unto them, Ye have a watch; go your way, make it as 
sure as ye can. So they went, and made the sepulcher sure, sealing 
the stone, and setting a watch.

II. MOVABLE FESTIVALS. 
RULES TO FIND THE MOVABLE FESTIVALS. 


The Movable Festivals all depend upon Easter except Advent. 

Advent Sunday is always the nearest Sunday to the thirtieth day of 
November, whether before or after. 

Easter is always the first Sunday after the Full Moon which happens 
upon or next after the beginning of spring; and if the Full Moon happen 
upon & Sunday, Easter is the Sunday after. 

The time of Easter being found, the other Festivals occur as follows: 

Septuagesima Sunday is nine weeks before Easter. 

Ash Wednesday, or the beginning of Lent, is forty-six daye before 
Faster. 

Palm Sunday, or the beginning of Holy Week, is eight days before 
Easter. 

Holy Thursday is the Thursday before Easter. 

Good Friday is the Friday before Easter. 

Ascension Day is forty days after Easter. 

Whitsunday is seven weeks after Easter. 

Trinity Sunday is eight weeks after Easter.

Jutrodurtory Remarks. 


The singing, or rather the chanting, of parts of the liturgy in 
Lutheran Churches is by no means a modern innovation. Chanting 
was part of the public and private forms of worship even in the 
Old Testament, and the chants of the early Church of the New 
Testament are undoubtedly adaptations of traditional Old Testa- 
ment forms. In the third century of the Christian era Ambrose 
fixed, by episcopal authority, certain tunes (tones) of melodies for 
the liturgy; his work was much expanded and amplified by Pope 
Gregory in the second half of the sixth century. Indeed, Gregory’s 
arrangement of the liturgy is up to the present day essentially the 
form of the Roman Catholic services, and the foundation from which 
the Lutheran as well as the Episcopalian liturgy have been developed. 

Luther, when he emancipated himself and the Church from the 
thraldom of papacy, had no intention of abandoning the dignified 
and beautiful church services. On the contrary, he borrowed not 
only the general motifs of the Gregorian services, but actually the 
whole services, omitting and modifying only what in the course of 
centuries had come to assume a sacrificial rather than a service- 
character. Luther even called his service a Christian mass, and 
took keen personal interest in all its musical details. 

In the course of years the early service-forms of the Reformation 
underwent many changes, some of which were caused by local in- 
fluences, while othera were due to the personal taste of individuals 
sufficiently prominent to impress upon the Church their preference 
for a time, often for a long time. Conferences and synods, both 
here and abroad, have made frequent attempts to regulate the litur- 
gical forms by resolution; after all, however, not resolutions, but 
popular consent establishes usage. 

The old Gregorian chants in vogue in the Roman Catholic 
Church at the time of Luther, and in almost unchanged vogue in 
the Roman Catholic Church of to-day, were designed for a Latin 
text. Besides, they reflected the tastes of the times, and that taste 
of the times delighted in slurs. The twentieth century does not 
delight in slurs. Slurs, such as Haendel could write with impunity 
in his marvelous choral fugues, Mendelesohn, a century later, used 
very sparingly, and present-day composers will use them only as 
an oddity. A well-trained singer may sing such slurred syllables 
with fairly pleasing effect, but an untrained singer cannot chant 
them before the altar without annoyance to the worshipers. Why 
force the German or, in the present case, the English language to 
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slur syllables when the melody of the chant is perfectly adaptablé 
to the text without introducing slurs? Why mar what need not be 
marred? 

Most Lutheran pastors bave realized these uncomfortable fea- 
tures of the liturgical slurs and have abolished them, and many 
congregations have rejected the entire chanted form of the liturgy, 
to which they probably would have become reconciled but for the 
unmusical slurs. The American Lutheran Church, especially the 
Missouri Synod, has in this respect departed from the forms laid 
down by its own great liturgical writer in this country, F. Lochner. 
In the Lutheran Hymn Book and in the present revision of the 
Musio ror THE LiTURGY practically all slurs have therefore been 
eliminated, not so much as offering something new, but rather as 
reflecting present usage. - 

The adaptation to English texts of the old Lutheran liturgical 
forms that were written for a German text has produced not a few 
instances of incongruity between the spoken accent and the musical 
accent. Whenever the monotone of the ministers’ chant at the end 
of a phrase changes to a musical figure in diatonic or chromatic 
intervals, a musical stress or accent results. Now, unless this 
musical accent coincides with the spoken accent, the disagreement 
between the music and the text is undignified, to say the least; in 
some cases the contradiction between the words sung and the manner 
in which they are sung, tends to destroy the entire solemnity of the 
chant. Such misplaced figures as escaped the attention of previous 
editors of the Common Service have been corrected in this edition. 

The Music for the Common Service published in 1907 by the 
American Lutheran Publication Board under authority of the then 
English Missouri Synod, and the Lutheran Hymn Book begun by 
the same publishers and the same Synod, but completed by the present 
publishers, — the English Missouri Synod having become the English 
District of the parent body, — are the two books upon which this 
revision is based. The Hymn Book, being more modern (first pub- 
lished in 1911) and much more widely in use, was given preference 
in ell cases of disagreement between the two. 

A few suggestions as to the use of the book may not be amiss. 

The minister should take the chanting of the liturgy quite 
seriously. Chanting, as the old liturgists defined it, was choraliter 
legere, i. e., reading in a singing tone. It is neither drawling on the 
one hand nor, on the other, jumbling a string of monotone syllables 
in great haste to reach the next figure. The text is more important 
than the chant, the legere more important than the choraliter. But 
just as a faithful preacher will not only prepare his sermon with due 
regard to literary form, but aleo aim to deliver it in the best manner 
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of elocution at his command, so will the liturgist be mindful not only 
of the words, but also of the musicalness of his chants. The min- 
ister's work, all of it, is too consequential to permit carelessness in 
any detail. For instance, it is quite important that the minister 
rehearse any chant with which he is not familiar before attempting 
it in public service. This applies particularly to the collects, the 
musical setting of all of which could not be printed without unduly 
increasing the cost of the book. 

The congregation’s or choir's part of the liturgical services is 
largely under the control of the organist, who should fully renlize 
the responsibility resting on his shoulders. If the chanting be too 
slow, the congregation will lose interest, and participation will soon 
diminish. On the other hand, if the chants are sung entirely too 
rapidly, especially without a breathing space between phrases or 
sentences, the solemnity of the service is materially impaired. The 
organist should also bear in mind that he is to accompany the 
chants, not chant them on the organ; he must not beat out the single 
syllables, neither in full chords nor in staccato notes in treble or 
pedal. The accompaniment is a strict sostenuto of the proper chord 
until the time for the next chord comes. This applies with double 
force when the organist accompanies the minister in his solo portions 
of the service, for instance, the communion service. When accom- 
panying the pastor, the organist should remember that he is not 
expected to lead the singing, as he must to some extent when 
accompanying choir or congregation, but that the minister is in 
every sense of the word the soloist, and is entitled to all the courtesy 
regularly shown soloists by accompanists. 

The older echool of organists has been taught to accompany 
the pastor upon the manual only. This may have been good advice 
when organs were not provided in the pedals with a stop sufficiently 
soft to prevent undue prominence of the pedal notes. But there is 
hardly a modern organ on which, at least with the manual coupled 
to the pedal, the desired softness and vagueness of the pedal cannot 
be secured. To accompany without any pedal notes most pastors 
and congregations will realize as a thin, incomplete background to 
the pastor's chant. The organist, more than any one person, more 
even than the pastor, can by injudicious use of his instrument spoil 
the liturgical part of the service, and the organist should therefore 
take his part of the service with the full degree of seriousness it 
merits, by no means forgetting that he is not a soloist during the 
service, but accompanist. His turn for solo performance comes in 
the postlude, and not sooner, unless the order of service locally 
provides for an organ number during the lifting of the collection.
